Clinton signs Guam pact 


Agreement details Japan's $6.09 billion share of Marines’ move

On her first trip to Asia since taking office, 
Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
signed an agreement in Tokyo on Tuesday that 
puts teeth into a plan to move 8,000 Marines 
and their families from Okinawa to Guam. 

The agreement, signed by Clinton and 
Japan Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs Hirofumi 
Nakasone, spells out 
how the $6.09 billion 
Japan has said it will 
contribute to the proj¬ 
ect will be spent. Spe¬ 
cifically, Japan agreed 
to spend a total of $2.8 
billion for “projects 
to develop facilities 
and infrastructure on 
Guam.” 

The new agreement 
reinforces a bilateral 
agreement signed in May 2006 to realign U.S. 
troops in Japan. Key to the so-called “Re¬ 
alignment Roadmap” is the building of a new 
airfield on Camp Schwab to replace Marine 
Corps Air Station Futenma. But the plan has 
been stalled because of opposition by some 
Okinawa officials who want runways for the 
new facility to be built offshore. 


“This agreement reflects the commitment 
we have to modernize our military posture 
in the Pacific,” Clinton said at the signing. 
“It reinforces the core of our alliance — the 
mission to defend Japan against attack and to 
deter any attack by all necessary means.” 

Nakasone said the agreement “shows the 
strength of our alliance.” 

“We agreed to work toward the implemen¬ 
tation of the 2006 pact 
in a manner that does 
not compromise read¬ 
iness or capability,” 
Nakasone said. 

The cost of the re¬ 
alignment plan has 
raised some hackles 
in Japan, with offi¬ 
cials eager to reas¬ 
sure the public that 
Japanese companies 
would profit and the 
money would not go to 

other projects. 

The realignment would transfer the head¬ 
quarters of the III Marine Expeditionary 
Force and some 8,000 Marines and their fam¬ 
ilies to Guam. Japan and the U.S. have said 
they expect the move to be completed in 2014, 
although in recent weeks the commander of 
U.S. forces in the Pacific and a Guam senator 
have said it may take a decade or more.

About half of the U.S. troops in Japan are 
based on Okinawa, including 13,200 Marines. 
Once the new Marine airport is built, the U.S. 
has agreed to close several Marine bases in 
southern Okinawa. 

In a statement issued Tuesday afternoon, 
Guam Gov. Felix Camacho said the agree¬ 
ment “reaffirms the commitment to relocate 
U.S. Marines to Guam and further expand the 
military into the Western Pacific.” 

“The finalization of this agreement con¬ 
firms the need for our leaders to unite and en¬ 
sure development will be sustained for years 
to come,” Camacho said, according to a press 
release. “This administration will continue to 
work with the U.S. Department of Defense to 
make certain the buildup benefits all those 
who call Guam home.” 

The agreement was not as well received 
on Okinawa, where the prefectural assembly 
last year passed a resolution against the new 
airport. 

They want the air facility to be located any¬ 
where but Okinawa.

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Clinton warns 
N. Korea on 
missile test

TOKYO — Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton talked tough on her first overseas trip as 
America’s top diplomat, delivering a sharp warning 
to North Korea on Tuesday over its threat to conduct 
a missile test. 

As she wound down a long day of official events 
in Tokyo before preparing for the next leg of her 
Asia tour in Indonesia, Clinton said North Korea’s 
threatened missile test would harm its prospects for 
improved relations with the United States and other 
neighbors. 

“The possible missile launch that North Korea is 
talking about would be very unhelpful in moving 
our relationship forward,” she said, adding that if 
Pyongyang wants to end its isolation, it would have 
to act on pledges made to previous Bush adminis¬ 
tration negotiators to scale back its nuclear weapons 
efforts. 

“The decision as to whether North Korea will co¬ 
operate in the six-party talks, end provocative lan¬ 
guage and actions is up to them and we are watching 
very closely,” Clinton said, referring to North Ko¬ 
rea’s continuing talks with the U.S. and four other 
major nations over efforts to nudge the North to 
abandon nuclear weapons. 

Clinton’s first day of talks with Japanese offi¬ 
cials to reaffirm the U.S.-Japan alliance was over¬ 
shadowed by North Korea’s rhetoric. Japan, too, is 
concerned about North Korean intentions, and its 
diplomats, along with envoys from the U.S., China, 
Russia and South Korea, have been involved in the

six-nation talks that were to resume later this week 
in Moscow. 

“If North Korea abides by the obligations it has 
already entered into and verifiably and completely 
eliminates its nuclear program, then there will be 
a reciprocal response certainly from the United 
States,” Clinton said in Tokyo. “It is truly up to the 
North Koreans.” 

But on Monday, three days after Clinton first 
floated the incentives, North Korea used the 67th 
birthday of its leader Kim Jong II to claim it has the 
right to “space development” — a term it has used 
in the past to disguise a long-range missile test as a 
satellite launch. 


Secretary 
meets with 
families of 
abducted

TOKYO — Families of more 
than a dozen Japanese who were 
abducted by North Korea decades 
ago called on Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton Tues¬ 
day to push Pyongyang to divulge 
more information about the fate 
of their missing kin. 

To show her support for their 
cause — a highly emotional issue 
in Japan — Clinton met briefly 
with representatives of the ab- 
ductees’ families at the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy. Clinton was in Tokyo on 
the first leg of a tour of Asia, her 
first overseas trip since assum¬ 
ing office. 

North Korea has admitted to 
kidnapping 13 Japanese citizens 
in the 1970s and 80s, and has al¬ 
lowed five to return home, saying 
the other eight were dead. The 
abductees were apparently used 
to train North Korean agents in 
Japanese language and customs. 

Japan says more were abduct¬ 
ed, and has questioned the details 
that North Korea has provided so 
far. 

Clinton said the abductee issue 
will continue to be part of broader 
negotiations that are also aimed 
at getting North Korea to give up 
its nuclear programs.

The six parties that make up the majority 
in the assembly sent a written request Mon¬ 
day to Nakasone urging him not to sign the 
agreement. 

“The consensus of Okinawa is against con¬ 
struction of a new military facility on Oki¬ 
nawa,” Yonekichi Shinzato, who leads the 
coalition, said before the signing. “The Japa¬ 
nese government, while fully aware of this, is 
about to sign the pact over the heads of Oki¬ 
nawan people.” 


Their demand was echoed by a group of 
14 Okinawa scholars who issued a statement 
Monday that the realignment plan “would 
do nothing but add a further burden to 
Okinawa.” 

Seigen Miyazato, who leads the group of the 
scholars, said that Prime Minister Taro Aso’s 
administration is in a hurry to sign the bilat¬ 
eral pact while Liberal Democratic Party and 
the Komeito party still control Japan’s House 
of Representatives. 

Okinawa Gov. Hirokazu Nakamine also 
had reservations and hoped the two govern¬ 


ments would reconsider his request to move 
the airport offshore. 

“We understand that the agreement was 
made to ensure the move of Marines from 
Okinawa to Guam, which will contribute to re¬ 
duce the burden of Okinawa,” he said. “From 
the standpoint of giving due consideration to 
the wish of local communities and natural 
environment, we continue to ask the govern¬ 
ments to move the site farther offshore.”

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Bait and phish 

Blue Team at Misawa 
cooks up online scams 
to test network security

Tech. Sgt. Thomas Parker and Senior Airman Jesse Sibley 
never miss a phishing trip. 

At least once a month, the two airmen will cook up a good 
online scam and try to penetrate network security at Misawa Air 
Base in northern Japan. They’ve even managed to get a few bites 
along the way. 

But there’s nothing illegal going on here. They’re part of the 
Blue Team, a Pacific Air Forces effort created last year to fend 
off e-mail scammers and hackers by playing the role and testing 
practices. 

Parker, the noncommissioned officer in charge of information 
assurance for the 35th Fighter Wing and head of the two-man 
crew, said it’s aimed at building stronger defense lines among 
base agencies and individuals. 

“With the rise in these types of scams around the world, it 
just seemed natural to start educating our users here,” he said. 
“Eventually, they’re all going to see this and need to know how 
to handle it.” 

Parker said the program was launched at Misawa in June. 

The Blue Team constructs cyber simulations — usually at random 
— that measure people’s ability 
to spot scams and react accord¬ 
ingly. So far, Misawa has pushed 
six scenarios out to the base. 

“We only hit the military net¬ 
work and work e-mail accounts, 
nothing outside of that,” Parker 
said. “But we’re in charge of 
making sure folks are aware of 
the threats and how to coun¬ 
ter those threats on a day-to-day 
basis. We train the base to look 
for common scams and vulner¬ 
abilities they may experience 
both on and off base, usually by 
e-mail.” 

He said up to 2,500 individu¬ 
als can be tested for a general 
phishing scam. Misawa’s larg¬ 
est “scam” built on spear phish¬ 
ing — a targeted e-mail attack 
sent only to people within a 
small group — involved about 
500 personnel. 

These messages might appear 
genuine but are often disguised 
as e-mails from banks or other 
companies trying to collect sen¬ 
sitive information such as user names, passwords and PINs. 

“We tell people to beware of what’s happening in the real world 
... [and] look out for these indicators of a scam. But some users 
still give up their personal information,” Parker said. “The good 
thing is our alert times have decreased. The first time we did a 
phishing test it took two days before anyone called to notify us 
about a spam e-mail. In October, it took about 30 seconds from 
the time I hit ‘Send’ before we got a call.” 

In December, the Blue Team took aim at more than a dozen 
workplaces around Misawa. Along with a third person, Parker

and Sibley posed as contractors who lacked credentials but tried 
to gain access to infrastructure and equipment, saying they 
needed to perform upgrades. 

Parker said the team managed to get into the network at some 
locations. 

“Folks need to know that if we have a contracted program out 
there, we’ll send people from our squadron out there as escorts,” 
he said. “We will not send anybody out there on a cold call. If 
there are no escorts, that would be an indicator they’re not out 
there on a legitimate basis.” 

He said Misawa officials might consider temporarily locking 
the e-mail accounts of individuals who consistently test poorly 
in Blue Team scenarios — at least until they accomplish their 
annual network security training. 

“That’s under discussion,” he said. “Right now, we’re here to 
educate more than anything else and keep people from becom¬ 
ing complacent with their e-mail. We want to make them aware 
of where the scams are coming from and what they’re asking 
for.” 

Misawa personnel who receive suspicious e-mail on a military 
network should call DSN 226-2001 or contact their unit informa¬ 
tion assurance officers.

Airman jailed for stealing donated money

OSAN AIR BASE, South Korea — An 
Air Force sergeant who pleaded guilty to 
stealing money from a safe was sentenced 
Tuesday to 90 days in jail and loss of rank, 
officials said. 

Tech. Sgt. Eva Zimmerman was reduced 
in rank to airman first class following a 
court-martial before military judge Col. 
Mark Allred. 

The money was in an envelope and con¬ 


tained between $4,000 and $6,000 that had 
been donated for a U.S. 7th Air Force (Air 
Forces Korea) banquet. 

Zimmerman spent it for her “personal 
use,” officials said. 

Zimmerman, sergeant-in-charge of 
executive support services with 7th Air 
Force’s 607th Support Group, had been 
charged with larceny that occurred some¬ 
time between Sept. 15 and Nov. 20, officials 
said. 

“Officials went to look for the money 


and to account for it and found out it was 
missing, and that is when the investigation 
started” that led to Zimmerman’s court- 
martial, said 1st Lt. Naomi C. Evangelista, 
an Osan spokeswoman. 

Zimmerman had opted to be tried by 
judge alone rather than a jury. 

She was to be taken Tuesday to the 8th 
U.S. Army Confinement Facility at Camp 
Humphreys to begin serving her sentence.

Officials at 
Osan lift 
ban on 8 
local bars 

Owners promise to curb 
violence, prostitution 
and underage drinking

OSAN AIR BASE, South Korea — 
Officials here have lifted a ban on eight 
local bars after the owners promised to 
keep them free of prostitution, underage 
drinking and other unsafe or illegal con¬ 
ditions, the Air Force said Tuesday. 

Osan’s 51st Fighter Wing commander 
Col. Thomas H. Deale lifted the ban 
Monday after the owners spelled out in 
writing the things they’d do to keep the 
bars free of crime and violence, said 
wing spokeswoman 1st Lt. Malinda C. 
Singleton. 

“They said that they’re really going to 
work to police themselves,” she said. 

The affected bars are the Stardust, 
Young Chon, Eagles and Golden Gate 
clubs, and the Chicago Club, Blood Club, 
Club Sting, and UN Club. 

Deale had put the eight off-limits after 
Air Force police allegedly turned up evi¬ 
dence of “bar fining.” 

Bar fining is a practice in which a 
patron pays the club to allow a bar girl 
to leave the premises for an agreed-upon 
period. Authorities say bar fining is typi¬ 
cally a symptom of prostitution. 

In two letters sent to Osan’s Armed 
Forces Disciplinary Control Board, the 
owners promised “to ensure that their 
entertainment environment does not sup¬ 
port illegal activities,” Singleton said. 
Osan officials would not release copies of 
the letters to Stars and Stripes. 

The owners said they’ll move to avert 
bar fining, barroom violence and under¬ 
age drinking, Singleton said. 

In addition, she said, the owners will 
post signs in their clubs “letting U.S. 
personnel know that bar fining is not 
allowed.” 

Owners or their representatives had 
also held three meetings with the control 
board. 

And they had help from Pyeongtaek 
city hall and the Korean National Police 
in finding a way to resolve the ban, 
Singleton said. 

Based on those meetings and letters, 
the board recommended to Deale that he 
lift the ban, she said. 

The disciplinary control board advises 
the wing commander on conditions at 
clubs or other off-base venues that can 
pose harm to U.S. servicemembers and 
their families, and the wing commander 
can put such places off limits. 

Yi Sang-chul, manager at the Young 
Chon Club and a member of the Songtan 
Special Tourism Association, said club 
owners welcomed the news. The asso¬ 
ciation represents bar and hotel owners 
in the Shinjang Mall area of Songtan, a 
section of Pyeongtaek in which Osan Air 
Base is located. 

The off-limits ban had forced the Young 
Chon to close for three weeks starting 
Jan. 22, said Yi. 

Yi Jin-yong, owner of the Golden Gate, 
said he lost weeks of business because of 
the ban, but still had to pay rent on the 
property. 

“Now we can work ... off-limits finish,” 
he said. “That’s good.”

Kyrgyzstan parliament to decide this week on bill

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan — 
Kyrgyzstan’s parliament said

Officials say two soldiers stationed 
at Missouri’s Fort Leonard Wood 
Army base have died of meningitis. 

Fort Leonard Wood officials say 
Pvt. Randy Stabnick, 28, of South 
Bend, Ind., died Tuesday at a hospi¬ 
tal in Springfield. 

Another soldier from the base 
died Feb. 9. His name has not been 
released. 

Fort Leonard Wood officials an¬ 
nounced the cases in a news release 
Sunday but released few details. 
A media spokesman at the base on 
Monday said there was no additional 
information other than what was in 
the release. 

Meningitis, an infection of the 
fluid of the spinal cord and the fluid 
that surrounds the brain, kills about 
300 people in the U.S. each year. 

Both cases at Fort Leonard Wood 
involved noncontagious forms of 
meningitis, authorities said. 

The two soldiers were members of 
the same unit, but no connection has 
been found between the cases. 

“Although difficult to comprehend, 
all clinical data show these cases are 
unrelated and purely coincidental,” 
Lt. Col. John Lowery, deputy com¬ 
mander for clinical services at Fort 
Leonard Wood, said in a statement. 

The first soldier died after being 
diagnosed on Feb. 5. The second sol¬ 
dier is a 28-year-old in basic train¬ 
ing who was diagnosed Friday with 
a strep pneumonia infection leading 
to meningitis. 

Authorities say that even though 
the illnesses were non-contagious 
forms, they are “heightening aware¬ 
ness” of preventive measures. 

Soldiers are being reminded to 
wash their hands, avoid sharing 
utensils and to use proper cough eti¬ 
quette and personal hygiene. 

Bacterial meningitis can result in 
brain damage, hearing loss, learn¬ 
ing disability or death.

HBO film relying on ‘Chance’ to tell one Marine’s story

FREDERICKSBURG, Va. — Lt. Col. Mi¬ 
chael Strobl never met Chance Phelps. 

But he has ensured that the world will not 
forget the 19-year-old Marine lance corpo¬ 
ral who died on Good Friday, April 9, 2004, 
in Ramadi, Iraq, when his unit was am¬ 
bushed. He’d been in Iraq two months. 

Strobl, of Stafford County, volunteered 
to escort the body of the young Marine 
home to Dubois, Wyo., and wrote about his 
experience. 

His journal has become an HBO movie, 
“Taking Chance,” which debuted last month 
at the Sundance Film Festival. Its Virginia 
premiere was Tuesday at Marine Corps 
Base Quantico, where Strobl was stationed 
when he volunteered for the duty. 

The film details the handling and trans¬ 
port of remains, from an air base in Germa¬ 
ny, to Dover, Del., and eventually the return 
to the family. 

What struck Strobl, and what is seen 
time and again in the film, is the rever¬ 


ence with which the slain 
Marine was treated — not 
just by the military, but by 
cargo handlers at airports, 
strangers driving down the 
road, Boy Scouts in Phelps’ 
hometown. 

“What ultimately struck 
me, to the point that I was 
moved to write the story 
in the first place, is the de¬ 
cency of every American,” 

Strobl said. “That’s what 
I experienced on the trip, 
and I wanted to personally 
remember that. 

“I hope that when other 
military families see the movie, they’ll be 
reminded how much goodness there is out 
there and how much people really care.” 

Director Ross Katz knew he wanted 
Kevin Bacon to play Strobl. “He has gravi- 
tas as an actor,” Katz said. “He works in 
shades of gray and nuance very beautifully. 
He can say so much, even when Lt. Col. 
Strobl and I, in many cases, gave him very 
little dialogue. I can’t imagine this movie

without him.” 

Bacon said he knew nothing of escort 
duty prior to reading “Taking Chance.” 

“I just found the script extremely com¬ 
pelling, and I felt like it was a story that I 
hadn’t seen before,” Bacon said in a tele¬ 
phone interview.

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Obama OKs 17,000 troops to Afghanistan

ARLINGTON, Va. — President Barack 
Obama has approved sending 12,000 com¬ 
bat troops and 5,000 supporting troops to 
Afghanistan beginning this spring, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The combat units are the 2nd Marine 
Expeditionary Brigade, based out of Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., and the 5th Stryker Bri¬ 
gade Combat Team, 2nd Infantry Division, 
based at Fort Lewis, Wash., the Defense 
Department announced Tuesday. 

‘Approximately 5,000 additional troops 
to support these combat forces will receive 
deployment orders at a later date,” a DOD 
news release said. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates recent¬ 


ly told Congress that a third unit could be 
in Afghanistan by the end of the summer. 

Gen. David McKiernan, commander of 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan, has requested 
four additional brigade combat teams’ 
worth of troops and an extra combat avia¬ 
tion brigade. 

“General McKiernan’s request for these 
troops is months old, and the fact that we 
are going to responsibly draw down our 
forces in Iraq allows us the flexibility to 
increase our presence in Afghanistan,” 
Obama said in a statement released Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

No information on troop reductions in 
Iraq was available Tuesday, according to 
the White House. 

The Marine Corps will send 8,000 Ma¬ 
rines in the spring and another 2,000 in 


the summer to replace the 2,200 already 
in Afghanistan, a Corps spokesman said 
Tuesday. 

Corps Commandant Gen. James Con¬ 
way has long advocated shifting Marine 
combat power from Iraq to Afghanistan. 

Conway also has said that any increase 
in the Marines’ presence in Afghanistan 
would have to correspond with a decrease 
in Iraq. 

The 4,000 soldiers with the 5th Stryker 
Brigade Combat Team are expected to ar¬ 
rive in Afghanistan in the middle of the 
summer, the news release said. 

Gates recently told Congress that a third 
unit could be in Afghanistan by the end of 
the summer. 

The 3rd Brigade Combat Team, 10th 
Mountain Division is already on the ground 


after being diverted from Iraq to Afghani¬ 
stan, and the 82nd Combat Aviation Bri¬ 
gade is expected to arrive in Afghanistan 
in the spring. 

The extra troops are needed to combat 
a “deteriorating situation in Afghanistan,” 
where the Taliban are resurgent and al- 
Qaida is able to operate from safe havens 
in Pakistan, Obama said in Tuesday’s 
statement. 

“There is no more solemn duty as presi¬ 
dent than the decision to deploy our armed 
forces into harm’s way,” he said in the 
statement. “I do it today mindful that the 
situation in Afghanistan and Pakistan de¬ 
mands urgent attention and swift action.”

Iraqi oil minister: ‘Of course’ 
OPEC considering cutbacks 


Elected 
women 
fight for 
respect 
in Iraq

BAGHDAD — Women candi¬ 
dates are expected to fill many 
of the seats on provincial govern¬ 
ing councils when results of last 
month’s nationwide elections are 
certified later this week. But win¬ 
ning public acceptance in this 
male-dominated society is anoth¬ 
er matter. 

Iraqi law requires that about 
25 percent of the 444 seats on the 
14 new provincial councils go to 
women—even if it means giving a 
position to female candidates who 
didn’t win as many votes as some 
men in the Jan. 31 balloting. 

The quota, which already gave 
women 75 seats in the national 
parliament, was established 
under U.S. pressure to open the 
door to political representation 
by women and encourage a new 
generation of Iraqis from all sec¬ 
tors of society. But female candi¬ 
dates say they experienced wide 
rejection. 

Sabah al-Tememy, 35, is one 
of about 3,900 women who were 
among the more than 14,400 can¬ 


didates who ran for the 444 seats 
on councils in all but four of Iraq’s 
18 provinces. 

She drew some notoriety by 
plastering buildings and the blast 
walls lining Baghdad’s streets 
with campaign posters showing 
her face — and showing it without 
her hair covered. 

“I refused to trick people,” al- 
Tememy told The Associated 
Press recently. “I don’t wear a 
head scarf in my daily life, so why 
should I pretend for votes?” 

But even her family objected to 
the posters, she said. 

Iraq’s constitution provides 
that men and women have basic 
legal rights such as voting, own¬ 
ing property and suing in court. 
But deep differences exist on the 
role of women in society. 


Inaam Hamid, a former po¬ 
litical prisoner, campaigned for 
a spot on the Baghdad provin¬ 
cial council wearing a traditional 
black robe, known as an abaya, but 
said even that drew objections. 

“If you’re covered or not, you 
can’t win,” said Hamid. “I heard: 
‘Don’t you have shame — wear¬ 
ing the abaya and still putting 
your face on a poster?”’ 

Even women in government 
posts have complaints. 

Nawal al-Samarraie, Iraq’s 
minister for women’s affairs, re¬ 
cently quit her post to protest a 
lack of resources for the agency, 
which focuses on offering help 
to women who lost husbands or 
other male relatives to violence 
or detention since the 2003 U.S.- 
led invasion.

DOHA, Qatar — Iraq’s oil min¬ 
ister said Tuesday that OPEC is 
“of course” weighing fresh output 
cuts to prop up prices, and under¬ 
scored his government’s expecta¬ 
tion that contractors start work 
quickly or risk losing lucrative oil 
deals. 

In explaining the need for po¬ 
tential new OPEC cutbacks, Hus¬ 
sain al-Shahristani said current 
crude prices don’t provide “suf¬ 
ficient incentives” for investors 
to put money into new projects. 
That, he warned, could set the 
stage for a shortfall in production 
capacity once the global economy 
recovers. 


The 12-nation Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
is due to meet at its headquarters 
in Vienna, Austria, on March 15. 
Some of its members, including 
Iraq, have been forced to shrink 
their budgets or run deficits be¬ 
cause of the steep drop in oil 
prices. 

Al-Shahristani said OPEC is in 
talks with “producers, companies 
and organizations” to determine 
how to raise prices to levels that 
would support investment in new 
fields. 

The group, which produces 
about 40 percent of the world’s oil, 
said last week it has completed 
about 80 percent of those previ¬ 
ously agreed cutbacks. 
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U.N. says militants killed more Afghans in '08

KABUL — The number of Af¬ 
ghan civilians killed in armed 
conflict surged to a record 2,118 
people last year as the Afghan 
war turned increasingly bloody, 
the U.N. said in a new report 
Tuesday. 

Insurgents were responsible 
for 55 percent of the deaths, but 
U.S., NATO and Afghan forces 
killed 39 percent, the report 
said. Of those 829 deaths by 
the forces, 552 were blamed on 


airstrikes. 

Civilian deaths have been a 
huge source of friction between 
the U.S. and President Hamid 
Karzai, who says such deaths 
undermine his government and 
the international mission. 

The deaths rose 40 percent 
last year, and the numbers could 
grow as the United States plans 
to shift tens of thousands of sol¬ 
diers to Afghanistan this year 
to take on the Taliban and other 
militants. 

Close to 3,000 American forc¬ 


es who recently arrived to secure 
two violent provinces near Kabul 
have begun operations and their 
commander admitted that civil¬ 
ian casualties could increase be¬ 
cause of their presence. 

The Pentagon is contemplating 
sending up to 30,000 additional 
troops this year, a development 
that could also increase civilian 
casualties. 

The U.S. and Afghan militaries 
this month announced plans to 
increase the number of Afghans 
who will take part in U.S. opera¬ 


tions, a step aimed at reducing 
deaths of ordinary Afghans. 

Despite new battlefield rules 
meant to reduce civilian casu¬ 
alties, U.S., NATO and Afghan 
troops killed 31 percent more 
civilians in 2008 than the year 
before, the U.N.’s annual report 
on the protection of civilians 
said. In 2007, the U.N. said those 
forces killed 629 civilians. 

“As the conflict has intensi¬ 
fied, it is taking an increasingly 
heavy toll on civilians,” the U.N. 
said. 


The report said militants were 
responsible for 55 percent of ci¬ 
vilian deaths last year, or 1,160. 

Militants increasingly rely on 
roadside bombs, car bombs and 
suicide bombers, attacks that 
are “frequently undertaken re¬ 
gardless of the impact on civil¬ 
ians,” the report said. 

The war is increasingly dan¬ 
gerous for aid workers as well. 
The U.N. said 38 were killed last 
year — double the number slain 
in 2007 figure — and 147 were 
abducted. 


Trial begins for GI accused in deaths of Iraqi prisoners

VILSECK, Germany — A jury 
of senior officers and enlisted sol¬ 
diers from U.S. Army Garrison 
Grafenwohr was impaneled dur¬ 
ing the first day in the trial of a 
soldier accused of killing four 
Iraqi prisoners in March or April 
2007. 

Sgt. Michael Leahy Jr., 26, 
of Lockport, Ill., appeared at a 
court-martial in Vilseck on Tues¬ 
day, charged with premeditated 
murder, conspiracy to commit 
premeditated murder and ob¬ 
struction of justice. He also faces 


charges, including murder, for 
a separate incident in which a 
detainee was allegedly killed in 
January 2007. 

Leahy is one of three soldiers 
charged with murder following 
the March or April 2007 incident 
in which four Iraqi prisoners 
were allegedly shot and dumped 
in a Baghdad canal by members 
of the 1st Battalion, 18th Infantry 
Regiment, 2nd Brigade — now 
part of the Grafenwohr-based 
172nd Infantry Brigade. 

Several members of the unit 
have been convicted of lesser of¬ 
fenses while others await trial. 


Two other alleged shooters 
— Sgt. Joseph Mayo, 27, and Sgt. 
John Hatley, 40 — face charges of 
premeditated murder, conspiracy 
to commit premeditated murder 
and obstruction of justice. 

Lawyers filed a pretrial motion 
last month to suppress a confes¬ 
sion that Leahy made to investi¬ 
gators but the motion was denied. 

Leahy’s trial began with a mo¬ 
tion by his lawyers to exclude 
testimony from Staff Sgt. Jess 
Cunningham, 27. 

Cunningham, who was nearby 
when the detainees were killed, 
told an Army lawyer about the 


incident in January last year. 
Last week, the Army dropped a 
charge against Cunningham of 
conspiracy to commit premedi¬ 
tated murder. 

Leahy’s lawyers, who inter¬ 
viewed Cunningham for the first 
time on Monday, argued that they 
had not had sufficient access to 
the witness and that his evidence 
should not be heard by the court. 

However, judge Col. Timothy 
Grammel said Cunningham could 
testify. The defense did not have 
an automatic right to interview a 
witness prior to trial, he said. 

Leahy’s lawyers persuaded 


Grammel to excuse one of the 
potential panelists, Col. John 
RisCassi, after the former 2nd 
Stryker Cavalry Regiment com¬ 
mander told the court that he had 
read news reports about the case 
and may have discussed them 
with others. 

Two other potential panel mem¬ 
bers were excused at the request 
of the prosecution and defense, 
each of whom had the automatic 
right to excuse one juror, leaving 
nine panelists to decide the case. 

The trial continues Wednesday.

Japan finance chief quits 
over alleged drunkenness

TOKYO — Japan’s finance 
minister resigned Tuesday after 
slurring his speech and nodding 
off during the G-7 summit in 
Rome last weekend, another po¬ 
litical distraction for the world’s 
No. 2 economy battling a deepen¬ 
ing recession. 

Finance Minister Shoichi Na- 
kagawa denied he was drunk on 
the job and blamed his bizarre 
behavior on cold medicine and jet 
lag. 

Opposition lawmakers lodged a 
censure motion against Nakaga- 
wa after he returned to Tokyo and 
demanded he quit immediately. 

“He embarrassed himself in 
front of the world,” said opposi¬ 
tion leader Ichiro Ozawa. 

“Shocking” was how fellow 
Cabinet member Seiko Noda de¬ 
scribed the incident. 

“A Cabinet minister must be fit, 
and he needs more self control,” 
said Noda, Japan’s minister in 
charge of consumer affairs. 

In a recent poll, support rat¬ 
ings for Japan’s Prime Minis¬ 
ter Taro Aso fell into the single 
digits .Video footage of his Rome 


press conference showed Nak- 
agawa, 55, confused, drowsy and 
stumbling over words. 

“I decided that it would be bet¬ 
ter for the country if I quit,” said 
Nakagawa, one of Aso’s closest 
political allies. 

“The scandal was so humiliat¬ 
ing that Nakagawa’s resignation 
will not be enough,” said political 
analyst Minoru Morita. “The op¬ 
position will now shift their tar¬ 
get to Aso, pushing him deeper 
into the corner.” 

Economy Minister Kaoru Yo- 
sano, 70, will add Nakagawa’s 
duties to his role, Aso said after 
accepting his resignation. 

“He made a difficult choice, 
and I respect his decision,” said 
the prime minister. 

On Monday, Japan announced 
its economy shrank at its fast¬ 
est rate in 35 years in the fourth 
quarter. It has now contracted 
for three straight quarters and 
is almost certainly headed for a 
fourth. 

To revive growth, Japan’s par¬ 
liament passed a contentious 
$52.2 billion extra budget in Jan¬ 
uary that includes business tax 
credits and a cash payout of $133 
per Japanese taxpayer. Aso has

championed the idea, saying it 
will stimulate sagging consumer 
spending. 

But critics have panned the 
handouts as a lavish waste of pub¬ 
lic money with limited impact. 


Senator offers aid on Cyprus 

NICOSIA, Cyprus — A U.S. senator made an un¬ 
official offer Tuesday to help the leaders of Cyprus’ 
rival communities in peace talks to reunify the di¬ 
vided island. 

Sen. Richard Durbin said he has offered assis¬ 
tance to President Dimitris Christofias, a Greek Cy¬ 
priot and Turkish Cypriot leader Mehmet Ali Talat. 
He did elaborate. 

“We don’t have a specific offer. I mean, what we 
said was we’re available to help. And again, it is for 
both sides to decide what that help might be,” the 
Illinois Democrat told The Associated Press after 
talks with Christofias. 

Durbin, who will travel on to Greece and Turkey 
this week, said his three-day Cyprus visit is not as an 
official representative of President Barack Obama. 

2 accused of promoting jihad 

MADRID — Police say they have arrested a 
Spanish soldier and his girlfriend for making and 
distributing videos promoting Islamic jihad, or holy 
war, and calling for attacks in Spain. 

A police statement said the couple detained Tues¬ 
day in the southern city of Granada have placed at 
least 11 videos on the Internet. The clips have been 
viewed some 2,000 times. 

The statement identifies the man as Christian 
Peso Ruiz Coello and his Russian girlfriend as 


Maria Choubina. Both are 24. The statement said 
both are Muslims. 

Austrian cops probed in spying 

VIENNA — Law enforcement officials say two 
Austrian police officers are being investigated for 
allegedly passing restricted information about a for¬ 
mer Kazakh ambassador to Kazakh authorities. 

The two are believed to have sent restricted po¬ 
lice information on Rakhat Aliyev, a former Kazakh 
deputy foreign minister, the officials said Tuesday. 

Aliyev was dismissed as ambassador to Austria 
last year after he accused Kazakh President Nursul¬ 
tan Nazarbayev of practicing Soviet-style totalitari¬ 
anism. Aliyev said would run for president in 2012. 

1 hurt in 2 grenade attacks 

BEIRUT — Lebanese police say one person was 
hurt when two hand grenades exploded in two neigh¬ 
borhoods of Beirut overnight in renewed tensions 
sparked by the weekend death of a demonstrator. 

Police say unknown attackers hurled a grenade 
on a road underpass in the Shiite-populated south 
Beirut suburb of Tayyouneh early Tuesday. Anoth¬ 
er grenade exploded near a cafe in the south Beirut 
suburb of Jnah, injuring one.

Obama signs economic stimulus into law

DENVER — President Barack Obama 
signed into law Tuesday one of the most 
costly pieces of legislation in U.S. history 
— a $787 billion program to breathe life 
into the country’s failing economy. 

Speaking in Denver, the city where he won 
the Democratic presidential nomination last 
August, Obama said the massive government 
spending and tax cut program opened the 
road for Americans to begin “laying claim to 
a destiny of our own making.” 

The president put his signature to the 
bill in a highly unusual ceremony away 


from the partisan tensions still gripping 
Washington. As he spoke in Denver, he 
was closing out his first month in office — 
opening days of a new administration that 
have seen a relentless storm of economic 
bad news and public pessimism. 

After his legislative victory with the $787 
billion stimulus measure, Obama prom¬ 
ised to take equally vigorous steps to prop 
up the country’s deeply troubled financial 
system, ease the pain of Americans facing 
home mortgage foreclosures and save the 
teetering auto industry. 

Automakers General Motors Corp. and 


Chrysler, now kept afloat on a combined 
$13.4 billion in federal emergency loans, 
were to report later Tuesday on their plans 
for reorganizing toward long-term survival. 

Obama spokesman Robert Gibbs told 
reporters traveling with the president on 
board Air Force One to the Colorado capi¬ 
tal that he would not rule out bankruptcy 
for Detroit automakers and that the ad¬ 
ministration looked forward to reviewing 
the companies’ restructuring plans. 

Gibbs also said the administration was 
keeping an open mind about a second 
stimulus effort. He stressed, however, that 


there were no plans currently in the works 
for one. 

In remarks before signing the bill, 
Obama cautioned Americans not to expect 
a quick or dramatic economic turnaround 
and said government intervention was not 
at an end. 

“Today does not mark the end of our 
economic troubles. Nor does it constitute 
all of what we must do to turn our economy 
around. But it does mark the beginning of 
the end.” The stimulus “doesn’t constitute 
all we’re going to have to do to turn our 
economy around,” Obama said.

GM, Chrysler seek more 
U.S. aid, plan job cuts

DETROIT — The U.S. auto 
industry needs even more help 
from the government to survive 
than originally thought. 

General Motors on Tuesday 
said it could need up to $30 bil¬ 
lion from the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment to keep operating. Included 
in that amount is $13.4 billion the 
company has already received. 
Previously, GM had said it could 
need as much as $18 billion. 

General Motors Corp. and 
Chrysler LLC said Tuesday 
they’ll need billions more in gov¬ 
ernment loans than they predict¬ 
ed just two months ago. The two 
automakers also plan further job 
cuts and additional curtailment 
of auto production. 

Both companies plan to reduce 


the number of models they offer 
to car buyers over the next few 
years. 

Meanwhile, the United Auto 
Workers union said it has reached 
a tentative agreement with 
Chrysler, GM and Ford Motor Co. 
on modifications to existing labor 
contracts. 

Acknowledging that industry 
conditions are worse than ex¬ 
pected when it made the case 
in December for a government 
bailout, GM said it could run out 
of money by March without new 
funds from the government. 

GM’s survival plan also calls 
for the cutting of a total of 47,000 
jobs and the closing of five more 
U.S. factories. Chrysler said it 
will cut 3,000 more jobs and stop 
producing three vehicle models. 
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Doctors accused of

MIAMI — Authorities have ar¬ 
rested three Miami-Dade doctors 
who are accused of submitting 
millions of dollars in false claims 
for unnecessary HIV therapy. 

Physicians Carmen Lourdes 
del Cueto, Roberto Rodriguez and 
Carlos Garrido are in custody at 
the Federal Detention Center in 
Miami on conspiracy charges of 
submitting $10 million in phony 
bills for HIV drug-infusion ser¬ 
vices that patients didn’t need or 
receive, according to a grand jury 
indictment. 

The Miami Herald said the in¬ 
dictment said the three also were 
charged with laundering about $5 
million in payments made by the 
federal health insurance program 
over four years. 

Authorities say teen 
brutalized, held captive 

SPRING HILL, Fla. — For 
three years, neighbors in a 
quaint, middle-class community 
scarcely saw the lanky 16-year- 
old boy who lived with his adop¬ 
tive mother and her boyfriend. 

Now, they know why: Accord¬ 
ing to authorities, the teen was 
brutally abused and held captive 
in his own home. Most recently, 
he’d been confined to a bathroom, 
locked from the outside and 
sealed with a piece of plywood 
over the window. 

By the time he escaped last 
week, the Florida boy had a bro¬ 
ken forearm and scars, scabs and 
oozing wounds that investigators 
say mark years of abuse. 

Hernando County Sheriff Rich¬ 
ard Nugent called it “barbaric.” 

Burris now admits he 
tried to raise money 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — Sen. 
Roland Burris now acknowledges 
attempting to raise money for 
ousted Illinois Gov. Rod Blago- 
jevich — an explosive twist in the 
story of how he landed his Senate 
appointment from the man ac¬ 
cused of trying to sell President 
Barack Obama’s open seat. 

Burris made the admission to 
reporters on Monday, after re¬ 
leasing a sworn statement over 
the weekend saying he had more 
contact with Blagojevich aides 
about the Senate seat than he had 
described under oath to a panel 
that recommended Blagojevich’s 
impeachment. 

The Democrat also said in the 
statement, but not before the 
panel, that the governor’s brother 
asked him for fundraising help.. 

N.M. governor may OK 
repeal of death penalty 

SANTA FE, N.M. — New Mexi- 
co Gov. Bill Richardson said Mon¬ 
day he has softened his stance on 
the death penalty and may sign a 
repeal bill if it reaches his desk. 

The Legislature is consider¬ 
ing a measure that would abolish 
capital punishment and replace it 
with a sentence of life without the 
possibility of parole. 

Richardson said he would have 
vetoed such a bill just a few years 
ago.

HARTFORD, Conn. — A 200- 
pound domesticated chimpanzee 
who once starred in TV commer¬ 
cials for Old Navy and Coca-Cola 
was shot dead by police after a 
violent rampage that left a friend 
of its owner badly mauled. 

Sandra Herold, who owned the 
15-year-old chimp named Travis, 
wrestled with the animal, stabbed 
it and hit it with a shovel after it 
inexplicably attacked her friend 
Charla Nash, 55. 

Nash had gone to Herold’s 
home in Stamford on Monday to 
help her coax the chimp back into 
the house after he got out, police 
said. After the animal lunged at 
Nash when she got out of her car, 
Herold ran inside to call 911 and 
returned armed. 

“She retrieved a large butcher 
knife and stabbed her longtime pet 
numerous times in an effort to save 
her friend, who was really being 
brutally attacked,” said Stamford 
police Capt. Richard Conklin. Her¬ 
old told police that the knife had no 
effect, and that she also struck Tra¬ 
vis with a shovel. 

Nash was in critical condition 
Tuesday. Her sister-in-law, Kate 
Nash, said Tuesday morning that 
Nash underwent surgery Monday 
night and came out of it “OK.” 

Herold and two officers also re¬ 
ceived minor injuries, police said. 
Conklin said police don’t know 
what triggered the attack.

GPS tracking 
idea angers 
some drivers

BOSTON — A tentative 
plan to overhaul Massachu¬ 
setts’ transportation system 
by using GPS chips to charge 
motorists a quarter-cent for 
every mile behind the wheel 
has angered some drivers. 

“It’s outrageous, it’s kind of 
Orwellian, Big Brotherish,” 
said state Sen. Scott Brown, 
who drafted legislation last 
week to prohibit the practice. 
“You’d need a whole new de¬ 
partment of cronies just to 
keep track of it.” 

But a “Vehicle Miles Trav¬ 
eled” program like the one 
the governor may unveil has 
already been tested — with 
positive results — in Ore¬ 
gon. Governors in Idaho and 
Rhode Island, as well as the 
federal government, also are 
talking about such programs. 
And in North Carolina, a 
panel suggested in Decem¬ 
ber the state start charging 
motorists a quarter-cent for 
every mile as a substitute for 
the gas tax. 

A draft overhaul transport 
plan prepared for Massachu¬ 
setts Gov. Deval Patrick says: 
“A user-based system, col¬ 
lected electronically, is a fair 
way to pay for our transpor¬ 
tation needs in the future.”

LOS ANGELES 
oaquin Phoenix is torn between two lovers in what 
he professes will be his last film. 

As he talks passionately about his new pursuits, 
it seems he’s not torn between artistic muses. 

Movies are out, 
and music is in, 
Phoenix insists. 

After the dark 
romantic drama 
“Two Lovers,” 
which opened 
Friday, Phoenix 
said he is through 
with acting, and 
nothing is going to 
coax the two-time 
Academy Award 
nominee back to 
that first creative 
love. 

“I’m not one of 
those people, like, 
when I break up 


with my girlfriend, I don’t ever see her again. I see her as 
friends, but do I ever think about getting back together? 
No, when I do something, I do it. So I have no intention,” 
Phoenix, 34, said in an interview. 

When Phoenix announced last fall that music was his 
new direction, many fans assumed he caught the country 
bug from playing Johnny Cash in 2005’s “Walk the Line.” 
Instead, he surprised people again by turning to hip-hop, 
a genre he says he’s adored since his teens. 

“I love the storytelling aspects of hip-hop, but I love the 
wordplay, as well,” Phoenix said. “I just think the rhym¬ 
ing is fantastic, and I love, like, the raw emotion of it.” 

The switch has puzzled fans and prompted speculation 
that it’s a put-on, fueled by a video that turned up on the 
Web last month showing Phoenix rapping in a Las Vegas 
nightclub. The poor-quality video, with virtually incom¬ 
prehensible audio, was not the sort of thing to earn Phoe¬ 
nix many admirers. 

“No matter how good it is, people are going to ... make 
fun of me. It’s just impossible. It’s just not going to hap¬ 
pen, but I can’t worry about that,” Phoenix said. “What 
I was focusing on was the song and trying to make the 
show as good as possible.” 

Phoenix has built a home recording studio where he 
is laying down tracks for an album. He said he is not yet 
certain how it will be distributed, and while it is mostly 


a solo effort, Phoenix hopes to do at least one track with 
rapper Diddy. 

Now sporting a long, scraggly beard and scruffy hair, 
Phoenix has drawn online wisecracks about a look far 
removed from singer Cash’s clean-cut stage appearance. 
The actor said it was not so much about copping a new 
image as distancing himself musically from Cash. 

“I’m not going with a look. Part of it is in some ways, it’s 
very hard, especially when you’re talking about music, to 
get away from Johnny Cash,” Phoenix said. 

“I don’t know that this is my look,” Phoenix said. “I 
mean, I just have a beard.” 

In “Two Lovers,” Phoenix plays an emotionally messed- 
up Brooklyn man living at home with his parents after a 
bad breakup. He embarks on an obsessive flirtation with 
a self-destructive neighbor (Gwyneth Paltrow) while 
courting the safe, sensible daughter (Vinessa Shaw) of a 
businessman interested in buying his parents’ dry-clean¬ 
ing operation. 

Having seen how much strain acting puts on Phoenix, 
who stays in character throughout his shooting days, di¬ 
rector James Gray said he takes the actor at his word that 
he’s through with Hollywood. 

Gray said he’s seen Phoenix’s elaborate home studio. 

“If he’s not serious about it,” Gray said, “then he really 
went to ridiculous lengths.”

T witter Inc. has spawned a new way to communicate by limiting mes 
sages to 140 keystrokes. So here’s a way to describe the Internet’s 
latest craze within Twitter’s space restrictions: 

It’s a potluck of pithy self-expression simmering with whimsy, narcissism, 
voyeurism, hucksterism, tedium and sometimes useful information. 

One vital ingredient has been missing from the mix so far — revenue. 

That raises questions about whether the nearly 3-year-old service can 
make the leap from intriguing fad to sustainable business. 

Twitter intends to start testing ways to make money this spring. And co¬ 
founder Evan Williams promises it won’t drive away the more than 6 mil¬ 
lion people who have set up accounts on the unconventional communications 
network. 

“We don’t see any reason why this can’t be a very large and profitable 
entity,” said Williams, the San Francisco-based company’s chief 
executive. “We have enough traffic on our Web site 
that we could put ads on there and maybe we 
could make enough to pay our bills, but that’s 
not the most interesting thing we can do.” 

Here’s how Twitter works: After set¬ 
ting up a free account, people are en¬ 
couraged to post frequent updates about 
what they are doing, seeing and feeling. 

The messages, known as “tweets,” 
must be limited to 140 characters and 
can be sent from a mobile phone or a 
computer. 

Twitter also has proven to be a 
valuable source for breaking news, 
sometimes even beating long-estab¬ 
lished media outlets to the punch. 

Both Williams and another Twit¬ 
ter founder, Biz Stone, suggested the 
search technology could emerge 
as their company’s crown jewel. Its 
value lies in its ability to quickly sift 
through a steady stream of tweets to 
provide almost instantaneous insights 
about what’s going on around the cor¬ 
ner or around the world. Not even Google’s 
search engine can match that now. 

“It’s the same kind of challenge for these 
sites,” said Peter Daboll, who has studied con¬ 
sumer behavior on the Internet for years, includ¬ 
ing in his latest job as CEO of Bunchball Inc. “How do ' 
they build on their great audiences and keep them en¬ 
gaged, without alienating them with a bunch of crap?”

File-sharing 
trial begins 
in Sweden

STOCKHOLM — A lawyer defending four 
men behind The Pirate Bay file-sharing In¬ 
ternet site said Tuesday that the prosecution 
is planning to drop some of the charges in the 
Swedish case. 

Prosecutor Hakan Roswall will drop charges 
Wednesday related to “accessory in the produc¬ 
tion” of copyright-protected material, defense 
lawyer Per E. Samuelsson said. Instead, the 
prosecutor will focus on “assisting in making 
available” copyright material, Samuelsson said. 

The reason for the decision was not imme¬ 
diately clear. 

“It’s as if half the prosecution has gone up in 
smoke,” Samuelsson said. He called the deci¬ 
sion “sensational.” 

The defendants are accused of breaking 
Swedish copyright law by helping Internet 
users worldwide download protected music, 
movies and computer games. 

Despite attempts by authorities and the en¬ 
tertainment industry to shut the site down, The 
Pirate Bay continues to make copyrighted mate¬ 
rial available to an estimated 22 million users. 

Two of the defendants insisted Sunday 
that their site was legal and said prosecutors 
wouldn’t be able to shut it down even if they 
are convicted. 

“What are they going to do about it? They 
have already failed to take down the site once. 
Let them fail again,” Gottfrid Svartholm 
Warg said in a webcast news conference in 
Stockholm. 

The Pirate Bay doesn’t host copyrighted 
content, but directs users to films, music 
and other protected material through the bit 
torrent file-sharing system. Entertainment 
companies are seeking $14.3 million in com¬ 
pensation for lost revenues. 

Plaintiffs include Warner Bros. Entertain¬ 
ment Inc., MGM Pictures Inc., Columbia Pic¬ 
tures Industries Inc., 20th Century Fox Films 
Co., Sony BMG, Universal and EMI. 

Peter Sunde, another defendant, said there 
was no grounds for the damages. “They won’t 
get a cent,” he said. 

The other defendants are Fredrik Neij and 
Carl Lundstrom. 

The four men are charged with accessory 
and conspiracy to break Swedish copyright 
law. If convicted, they could face up to two 
years in prison. 

John Kennedy, chairman of the Internation¬ 
al Federation of the Phonographic Industry, 
said the case was about protecting artists. 

“The Pirate Bay has hurt creators of many 
different kinds of works, from music to film, 
from books to TV programs,” he said in a 
statement. 
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Oil is getting cheaper - so why isn't gas?

NEW YORK — Crude oil pric¬ 
es have fallen to new lows for this 
year. So you’d think gas prices 
would sink right along with 
them. 

Not so. 

On Thursday, for example, 
crude oil closed just under $34 a 
barrel, its lowest point for 2009. 
But the national average price of 
a gallon of gas rose to $1.95 on the 
same day, its peak for the year. On 
Friday gas went a penny higher. 

To drivers once 
again grimacing 
as they tank up, it 
sounds like a con¬ 
spiracy. But it has 
more to do with 
an energy market 
turned upside- 
down that has left 
gas cut off from 
its usual econom¬ 
ic moorings. 

The price of gas 
is indeed tied to 
oil. It’s just a mat¬ 
ter of which oil. 

The benchmark 
for crude oil prices is West Texas 
Intermediate, drilled exactly 
where you would imagine. That’s 
the price, set at the New York 
Mercantile Exchange, that you 
see quoted on business channels 
and in the morning paper. 

Right now, in an unusual mar¬ 


ket trend, West Texas crude is 
selling for much less than infe¬ 
rior grades of crude from other 
places around the world. A severe 
economic downturn has left U.S. 
storage facilities brimming with 
it, sending prices for the premi¬ 
um crude to five-year lows. 

But it is the overseas crude that 
goes into most of the gas made in 
the United States. So prices at the 
pump will probably keep going 
up no matter what happens to the 
benchmark price of crude oil. 

“We’re going definitely over 
$2, and I bet we’ll hit $2.50 before 
spring,” said Tom Kloza, pub¬ 
lisher and chief 
oil analyst at Oil 
Price Information 
Service. “This is 
going to be an un¬ 
usual year.” 

On the last day 
of 2008, gas went 
for $1.62 on aver¬ 
age, according 
to the auto club 
AAA, the Oil 
Price Informa¬ 
tion Service and 
Wright Express, 
a company that 
tracks transpor¬ 
tation data. 

The recession in America has 
dramatically cut demand for 
crude oil, and inventories are pil¬ 
ing up. So prices for West Texas 
crude have fallen well below 
what oil costs from places like 
the North Sea, Saudi Arabia and

trend should continue. 

Historically, West Texas In¬ 
ternational crude has cost more. 
So nobody bothered building the 
necessary pipelines to carry it 
beyond the nearby refineries in 
the Midwest, parts of Texas and 
a handful of other places. 

Now that the premium oil is 
suddenly very inexpensive, re¬ 
finers elsewhere can’t get their 
hands on it. 

“It’s so cheap,” said Lynn West- 
phall, the senior VP of external 
affairs at San Antonio-based 
Tesoro, which owns a half-dozen 
refineries on the West Coast and 
Hawaii. “But you can’t just build 
a pipeline to everywhere. We 
know we can’t get it.” 

Tesoro’s refineries in North Da¬ 
kota and Utah use locally drilled 
oil and Canadian oil, which also 
has been running about $10 
more per barrel than West Texas 
crude. 

At the same time, refiners have 
seen the same headlines as every¬ 
one else about job losses and con¬ 
sumer spending. They’ve slashed 


production just to avoid taking 
losses on gasoline no one will buy. 
Result: Higher gas prices. 

“Why should a refiner produce 
more gasoline when the stuff we 
produce is not being used?” Drev- 
na said. 

Of course, complex expla¬ 
nations of the diverging price 
paths of West Texas crude and 
gas are unlikely to placate frus¬ 
trated drivers. Memories of last 
summer’s $4-plus gas have not 
receded. 

“Drivers are being ripped off 
even more now than before,” said 
Stuart Pollok, who was filling up 
recently at a Chevron station in 
downtown Los Angeles. He point¬ 
ed out Exxon Mobil Corp. reeled 
in billions in profits last year 
when oil prices neared $150. 

Others see the conspiracy 
reaching higher. 

“It got really low during the 
elections and now it’s going back 
up,” said Christel Sayegh, a 23- 
year-old graphic designer in Los 
Angeles. “They do that every 
election, though, right?”

Card swiping bad for head count 

I too would like to express my displeasure 
with Installation Management Command- 
Europe’s new policy of putting its burden 
onto the patrons it is charged with support¬ 
ing (“Gym policy a useless obstacle,” let¬ 
ter, Feb. 17). I was informed that IMCOM 
receives funding based on the number of 
patrons utilizing the facility. The staff 
usually did the head count but now that 
job falls to the individuals IMCOM is sup¬ 
posed to be supporting. Card swiping for a 
head count does not take into account peak 
usage, length of stay, or any other relevant 
statistical usage that could be used to ad¬ 
just hours, types and pieces of equipment 
and, yes, funding; these are all hands-on 
assessments that the staff can assist with. 

The major problem with this policy is not 
the burden on the patrons but one of secu¬ 
rity. All buildings on Campbell Barracks 
in Heidelberg, Germany, are secured with 
an electronic card swipe that gives access 
to the areas that personnel are cleared to 
enter via a controlled Personal Identifi¬ 
cation Number. When I go to the gym the 
only identification I take is my common ac¬ 
cess card (CAC). Now with this new policy, 
I have to also bring my ID card, which I 
am going to have to remove from my wallet 
for the obvious security reasons of bring¬ 
ing and leaving my wallet in a unsecured 
facility. 

Someone with some management and 
leadership skills should take charge and 
fix this misguided policy.

Libya should pay victims’ families

W e have long been critical of U.S. 
laws that allow individuals to sue 
nations for acts of terrorism and 
collect millions of dollars. Such laws strip 
countries of legal immunity — a move that 
makes the United States vulnerable to re¬ 
ciprocal legal attacks overseas. They also 
too often subvert national interests to the 
needs of a small group of people. Such vic¬ 
tims often have heart-wrenching stories to 
tell. But allowing them to lay claim to the 
U.S.-based assets of a foreign country de¬ 
prives the United States of an important 
negotiating tool. 

Yet Congress has passed such laws 
since the late 1990s; in 2007, lawmakers 
approved the Lautenberg Amendment to 
give victims more legal muscle to seize 
the assets of state sponsors of terrorism. 
These provisions are, in short, the law of 
the land. 

It is in this context that we urge fair 
treatment of a group of families that sued 
Libya and won a $6 billion judgment, only 


to see most of that win wiped out by the 
Bush administration. The families are re¬ 
lated to seven Americans who were killed 
in 1989 aboard a UTA flight when a bomb 
sent it crashing into the desert in Niger. 
The seven families sued Libya for spon¬ 
soring the terrorist act. Last year, a judge 
in the U.S. District Court for the District 
of Columbia awarded the seven estates 
and 44 individual family members $6 bil¬ 
lion. A judgment of roughly $1.6 billion 
was assessed against the state of Libya; 
the rest was levied against six Libyan of¬ 
ficials responsible for the act. Each of the 
seven estates in the Pugh lawsuit — named 
after the lead plaintiff in the matter — was 
awarded an average of $20 million; some 
individuals secured judgments of as much 
as $26 million. 

Last summer, President George W. Bush, 
backed by Congress, entered into a deal in 
which, among its terms, Libya agreed to 
establish a $1.5 billion compensation fund 
for all American victims of Libyan-spon¬ 
sored terrorism, including those harmed 


or killed in the Egypt Air hijacking and 
the Rome airport attack of the 1980s. In 
exchange, the United States agreed essen¬ 
tially to wipe out all civil claims against 
Libya, including the Pugh judgment. 

Although the deal guarantees $10 million 
to each of the seven Pugh estates, whether 
the 44 individuals are entitled to any recov¬ 
ery has been left up to the Foreign Claims 
Settlement Commission to determine. 

People with knowledge of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration’s negotiations with Libya say 
that the Pugh judgment — and the fear that 
some two dozen other pending suits could 
result in huge awards — weighed heav¬ 
ily on Libya. The Pugh judgment, in other 
words, was an important catalyst in bring¬ 
ing Libya to the bargaining table. 

Paying these particular individuals 
under these particular circumstances re¬ 
inforces rather than conflicts with U.S. for¬ 
eign policy. That the claimants are being 
paid with money directly and willingly 
supplied by the Libyan government is only 
fitting.

Truthfully, interest groups hold the power

UO peak truth to power,” a phrase of 
Quaker origins adopted by cam- 
pus radicals, Hollywood gadflies 
and establishment journalists, has be¬ 
come something of an abracadabra slogan 
to justify criticizing government or big 
corporations. 

But I don’t know many journalists who 
are afraid of the government, and most 
make their living from big corporations. 
Sure, liberals — which most journalists 
are — are afraid of what conservatives will 
do in power and vice versa. But they aren’t 
very afraid of what government will do to 
them, specifically. 

In fact, being singled out for criticism by 
the president of the United States is one of 
the greatest gifts a president can bequeath. 
To this day, aging has-beens exploit any 
opportunity to brag that they were on 
Richard Nixon’s enemies list. When Bill 
Clinton denounced William Kristol in 1994 
for monkey-wrenching health care reform, 
he helped make Kristol one of the most 
important people in Washington. Various 
White House assaults on Rush Limbaugh 
have him laughing all the way to the bank. 

And yet, I’ve met innumerable writers 
and editors who are scared, even terri¬ 
fied, of one or more of these groups: gays, 
blacks, Latinos, Asians, Jews, feminists, 


evangelical Christians and the handi¬ 
capped. You can write 100 columns calling 
the president a mass-murdering, sexually 
depraved sociopath, or demanding that we 
nationalize the oil companies, but don’t you 
dare invite the wrath of Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving or the parents of autistic 
kids or (shudder) cat lovers. 

(I once wrote a column supporting the 
hunting of feral cats in Wisconsin, where 
up to 217 million birds are killed by wild 
felines each year. Several veteran editors 
sent me notes marveling at my naivete. In¬ 
deed, the e-mail response was so frighten¬ 
ing, I nearly put my family in hiding. By 
the way, I now believe feral cats should be 
permitted to dine on schoolchildren if they 
so desire.) 

And it’s not just journalists. Politicians 
are petrified of seeming hostile toward 
members of the “coalition of the op¬ 
pressed.” Our legislators cower in fear of 
earning the wrath of gays, but will brag in 
their direct mail that they are at war with 
the White House or that they’ve stood up to 
the military-industrial complex. 

But even the gay bullies on “Seinfeld” 
can’t hold a candle to radical Muslims in 
terms of their ability to strike fear in the 
hearts of others. 

Just look at Britain. It is currently har¬ 
boring a gaggle of non-British Muslim 
preachers who call for, among other things, 
the slaughter of Jews and the imposition of 


Sharia law in Britain. These people are 
accepted, sometimes even given welfare 
benefits, in the name of pluralism, multi- 
culturalism and tolerance. 

But when Geert Wilders, a documentary 
maker and member of the Dutch parlia¬ 
ment, was invited by British members of 
Parliament to screen 
his documentary 
critical of the Quran 
in London, the gov¬ 
ernment said, in ef¬ 
fect: “Whoa, whoa, 
whoa! We can’t toler¬ 
ate that.” Wilders has 
been barred from the 
country because his ideas “threaten com¬ 
munity harmony.” 

If only Wilders’ supporters beheaded 
people or thronged outside embassies 
spewing various “death to” chants, he 
might have been invited to have tea with 
the queen. 

Speaking of beheading, have you heard 
about the founder of a television network 
in upstate New York dedicated to showing 
Muslims as peace-loving and political mod¬ 
erates? You might have when he started his 
enterprise in 2004, as the venture received 
lavish attention. But when Muzzammil 
Hassan allegedly cut off his estranged 
wife’s head this month, coverage not only 
was muted, but the media bent over back¬ 
ward to dispel any notion that religion had 


anything to do with it. After all, isn’t wife- 
beheading an ecumenical practice? 

One can run through a long list of contor¬ 
tions and double standards when it comes 
to Muslims: Honor killings swept under the 
rug, theater productions canceled, books 
shelved by publishers, thought-crime tri¬ 
bunals in Canada, 
death threats over po¬ 
litical cartoons. Chin- 
strokers at the State 
Department will tell 
you U.S. foreign pol¬ 
icy needs to cater to 
the “Muslim street,” 
which chants “death 
to America” as a voice warm-up exercise. 

But the point here isn’t to single out 
Muslims. Of course most Muslims are law- 
abiding and peaceful. And I would say that 
even if the Council for American-Islamic 
Relations wasn’t prepared to hound me 
from public life for saying otherwise. 

But it’s worth remembering that govern¬ 
ment and corporations aren’t the only insti¬ 
tutions that can abuse power. Factions, to 
borrow a word from the Federalist Papers, 
have a power all their own. When govern¬ 
ments cave to that power, they become 
mere tools of bullies. And when journalists 
go along for the ride, there’s no one left to 
speak truth to power when that is what’s 
needed most.

Battle brews over 1st Amendment on the battlefield 


W ith George W. Bush gone from the 
White House, “now is the time to 
renegotiate the rules of engage¬ 
ment between the military and the media,” 
the head of The Associ¬ 
ated Press recently de¬ 
clared. “Now is the time 
to insist that the First 
Amendment does apply 
to the battlefield.” 

The AP executive, 
CEO Tom Curley, argues 
that the military has 
“weaponized informa¬ 
tion” and that President 
Barack Obama must 
rein in the Pentagon. By 
way of example, Curley 
cites a recent AP report 
on a $4.7 billion effort 
to influence opinion “in 
favor of U.S. military endeavors,” such as 
the intensifying conflict in Afghanistan. 

“Now is the time to resist the propaganda 
the Pentagon produces and live up to our 
obligation to question authority and there¬ 
by protect our democracy,” he said. “Now 
is the time for the media to sit down with 
the military and determine a workable set 
of ground rules that serve the American 
people.” 

Curley has a distinguished record as an 
advocate of news media and First Amend¬ 
ment causes. And as head of the world’s 
largest newsgathering operation, his words 
and sentiments will carry weight in any 
renewed discussions of press-military re¬ 
lations and will no doubt inform individual 
journalists’ confrontations with balky mili¬ 
tary officials. 

Indeed, his speech, given Feb. 6 at the 
University of Kansas and reported in an 
AP dispatch carried by Stars and Stripes, 
is a call to arms, so to speak, for journalists 
to prevail upon Obama and the military to 
loosen the rules governing access and “to 
insist that the First Amendment does apply 
to the battlefield.” 

Curley’s passion is partly fueled by the 
two-year detention of Bilal Hussein, an 
Iraqi AP photographer seized by Marines 


near Ramadi in 2006. 

“The United States military stripped him 
of the right to habeas corpus, the right to 
freedom of expression, freedom of associa¬ 
tion and the right to due process,” Curley 
said. “And when the military was forced fi¬ 
nally to produce the evidence against him 
in a court of law, an Iraqi judicial panel 
found it without merit.” 

Although Curley cited more than a cen¬ 
tury of abrasive military-press history, he 
blamed Bush and former Defense Secre¬ 
tary Donald Rumsfeld for a military cul¬ 
ture that has made “distinguishing fact 
from propaganda” increasingly difficult 
and the adoption of “al-Qaida’s tactics” 
permissible in the struggle for hearts and 
minds. 

Journalists, he said, are “the only force 
out there to keep the government in check 
and to hold it accountable.” 

In his speech, Curley cited the new De¬ 
fense Media Activity umbrella group as 
emblematic of a looming Pentagon propa¬ 
ganda arsenal, an example I note because 
Stars and Stripes has been dragged — or¬ 
ganizationally — into the DMA tent. 

As ombudsman of Stars and Stripes 
(which incidentally publishes and posts 


reams of AP copy), I am charged by Con¬ 
gress with reporting any deviation from 
the mandate that Stripes operate with First 
Amendment freedoms, free of censorship 
or propaganda, and that it abide by main¬ 
stream journalism standards in deciding 
what to report — or not — and how to pres¬ 
ent the news it gathers. 

In one month on the job, I have seen no 
evidence that Stars and Stripes journal¬ 
ists are doing anything other than meeting 
those standards in their reporting, writing, 
editing and photography. 

Moreover, a number have asserted that 
despite the paper’s government affiliation, 
Stripes reporters often face the same ob¬ 
stacles in gaining access to military news 
as their counterparts in commercial media 
— and the same repercussions for critical 
reporting. 

It should be heartening to Stripes staff¬ 
ers, readers, taxpayers and even skeptics 
that no less a Pentagon critic than Thomas 
E. Ricks, the Pulitzer Prize-winning for¬ 
mer defense reporter for the Washington 
Post and the Wall Street Journal, wrote 
on his Foreign Policy blog Jan. 6 that 
Stars and Stripes “nowadays provides the 
best coverage of U.S. military operations 


in Iraq.” 

But much can change in the 35 months 
left in my term, and I will keep my mind, 
and eyes, open. 

Still, before Curley’s call for renewed 
talks on military-press rules is acted upon, 
Stripes readers, who have an indisputable 
stake in the outcome, ought to be heard 
from. 

So I ask you to speak up — with letters to 
the editor, which will be published in Stars 
and Stripes, on its Web site, or both, and in 
comments you can post online at my blog. 

I just ask that you first read Curley’s 
speech in full and look over the related 
links I provide online, and keep your re¬ 
marks on point, not the players. 

This is an important issue, to you as the 
people who wear the uniform in harm’s 
way, to the journalists who wear no uni¬ 
form but often share the same risks and 
hardships, and to those whose welfare all 
purport to serve.

Hill DETROIT — Wildlife of- 
I w 11 ficials are celebrating the 
sighting of a beaver in the Detroit 
River for the first time in decades, 
signaling that efforts to clean up 
the waterway are paying off. 

The Detroit Free Press reports 
that a beaver lodge has been dis¬ 
covered in an intake canal at a 
Detroit Edison riverfront plant. 
Officials believe the beaver spot¬ 
ted by the utility’s motion-sensitive 
camera marks the animal’s return 
to the river for the first time in at 
least 75 years. 

John Hartig, Detroit River ref¬ 
uge manager for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, says the cleanup 
along the river has also brought 
back sturgeons, peregrine falcons 
and other species. 

Photos of Hawaii islands 
are just a click away 

m KAILUA-KONA — So 
many people liked see¬ 
ing freelance photographer Brian 
Powers’ aerial photos of the Big 
Island’s coastline on the Web that 
he’s shot and posted pictures of all 
the other major Hawaiian islands. 

Powers shot the entire 300 miles 
of the Big Island’s coastline from 
his single-engine Piper Cherokee 
plane in late 2004. He posted pho¬ 
tos from the experimental project 
on his Web site for everyone to see, 
for free, about a year and a half 
later. 

The images were a hit, prompt¬ 
ing 30 to 40 people to call and e- 
mail Powers to say they wanted to 
see similar pictures of the other 
islands. 

Schools destroying 
recalled peanuts 

||J|m EDGERTON—Schools 
IwllY in the Edgerton and 
Round Lake-Brewster school 
districts are in the process of de¬ 
stroying recalled peanuts in their 
inventories. 

Edgerton Christian Elementary 
School Principal Randy Pfeifle 
said the peanuts were destroyed at 
his school, which received 12 cans 
of recalled peanuts, according to 
a release by Minnesota Sen. Amy 
Klobuchar’s office. 

“We don’t use peanuts a lot in 
our meals; we get very few cases 
in a year,” he explained. 

“We were glad to get them re¬ 
called before they were put out on 
the line. It’s nice to catch it before 
it happens.” 


LUFKIN — Three 
people are dead near 
Lufkin after an apparent double 
murder-suicide. 

Investigators believe 45-year- 
old Rickey Mullin of Lufkin shot 
and killed his estranged wife and 
her mother before turning the gun 
on himself. 

Authorities found the bodies of 
Margaret Renee Mullin, 35, and 
her mother, 58-year-old Brenda 
Sue Mayo Alderman, in a van. 
Rickey Mullin’s body was found in 
the yard of his home. 

Wild horse inheritance 
funds are drying up 

CARSON CITY — Ne- 
vada’s wild horses ben¬ 
efited for decades from money left 
to them by a Californian whose 
relatives said he was insane. Those 
funds finally are being used up, but 
state lawmakers have been told the 
horses have another deep-pockets 
benefactor. 

There are nearly 19,000 horses 
roaming vast stretches of open 
Nevada land — two-thirds of all

NEW YORK — Police on 
Long Island say a con¬ 
victed drunken driver whose car 
was equipped with anti-drunken 
driving technology has crashed a 
rented vehicle while intoxicated. 

Suffolk County police say Mar¬ 
vin Rice Jr. lost control of his 
rental car and hit a utility pole in 
Brentwood. 

Stony Brook University Medical 
Center says Rice, 27, is in critical 
condition. 

Police say the driver agreed 
after a previous DWI conviction 
to equip his car with a device that 
tests for alcohol in a driver’s breath 
before starting the car. 

Center wants to register 
more organ donors 

m HONOLULU — The Organ 
Donor Center wants to 
raise the number of registered 
organ donors in the islands, not¬ 
ing 16 people died in Hawaii last 
year waiting for a donated organ 
transplant. 

Less than 40 percent of Hawaii 
drivers are registered as donors. 
The Organ Donor Center hopes 
to increase that figure with a Web 
site where anyone can sign up as 
a donor, said Stephen Kula, Organ 
Donor Center of Hawaii executive 
director. 

Africanized bees found 
in Utah for the first time 

SALT LAKE CITY — Af- 
ricanized honey bees 
have been found for the first time 
in the Beehive State. 

The bees, long the subject of lore 
as “killer bees,” were recently dis¬ 
covered in Utah’s Washington and 
Kane counties, the state Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture said. 

The U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture confirmed that seven hives 
— three in the wild and four man¬ 
aged by private beekeepers — con¬ 
tained Africanized bees. The hives 
have since been destroyed.

Sea otters’ diet clue 
to their slow recovery 

DAVIS — UC Davis re- 
searchers trying to under¬ 
stand the sea otter’s slow recovery 
in California have found an im¬ 
portant clue: Some sea otters feed 
almost exclusively on animals that 
raise their risk of being infected 
with potentially deadly parasites. 

Abalone is sea otters’ preferred 
food. But in places where otters 
have to compete for food, they 
must eat a variety of prey, such as 
small crabs, clams, small snails or 
worms, and they pass those habits 
to their offspring. 

In the new study, sea otters that 
ate abalone had the lowest rates 
of parasitic infection. In contrast, 
sea otters living along the coast 
between San Simeon and Cambria 
that specialized in eating marine 
snails had the highest rates of in¬ 
fections with Toxoplasma gondii, 
a parasite that can cause brain 
infections. 

Upscale eatery to pay 
waiters $2.5M in suit 

NEW YORK — An inter- 
national upscale restau¬ 
rant group partly owned by actor 
Robert De Niro has agreed to pay 
$2.5 million to settle a lawsuit over 
the way it handled worker tips. 

The New York Post reports that 
the plaintiffs in a class action suit 
against the Nobu eateries filed a 
motion to request final approval of 
the settlement. 

The suit accuses managers and 
sushi chefs of illegally taking a 
share of tips given to the wait staff. 
Waiters also complained about 
being shortchanged on overtime. 

Court papers say some 200 em¬ 
ployees have signed off on the 
settlement, which would give them 
about $3,300 each. 

Two deaths inspire 
drunken-driving bill 

WICHITA — The deaths 
of a woman and her 4- 
year-old daughter last October 
have inspired a bill aimed at im¬ 
paired drivers. 

It would create a new crime 
in Kansas: aggravated drunken 
driving. 

Republican Rep. Aaron Jack, 
who introduced the bill, said he 
was horrified by the deaths of 
Claudia Mijares and her daugh¬ 
ter, who were run down in a school 
crosswalk. 

Man accused of shooting 
at mother’s plowman 

R1|P LAGRANGE — A 34- 
It I b year-old man is now fac¬ 
ing attempted elevated aggravated 
assault charges after allegedly 
firing his rifle at a man who was 
plowing his mother’s driveway. 

The charges have been upgrad¬ 
ed since Timothy Turner of La- 
Grange was first arrested. 

State police say the 36-year-old 
victim, whom they aren’t naming, 
was plowing Turner’s mother’s 
driveway before dawn when shots 
rang out. Two bullets went into 
the truck’s windshield, one hit the 
radiator and another bullet punc¬ 
tured a tire. 

Police said the driver and a pas¬ 
senger, 22, had to jump out of the 
way of flying bullets and are sur¬ 
prised no one was hit. 


State Trooper Christopher Fox¬ 
worthy said the scene “was just 
madness.” 

The two victims got the truck 
out of the driveway and drove with 
a flat tire to the nearby home of the 
driver’s parents. 

Hunters object to way 
deer population thinned 

HANCOCK COUNTY 
— Hunters are unhappy 
with how Stennis Space Center is 
thinning the deer population on its 
13,000 acres. 

Government hunters are killing 
the deer at night, using the nor¬ 
mally illegal method of headlight¬ 
ing, according to a hunting club 
member, Gregg Lichtenstein. 

Hunting clubs are allowed to 
hunt on the property three times 
a year, but members are unhappy 
government hunters are encroach¬ 
ing. The meat is distributed to food 
banks. 

Hefty price tag for 
private bighorn hunt 

LINCOLN — A man from 
Kansas paid $80,000 to 
win the right to hunt bighorn sheep 
in the Pine Ridge area. 

John Marsh of Topeka will re¬ 
ceive four days of guide service 
and other amenities at Fort Robin¬ 
son State Park during the hunting 
season in December. 

Marsh won an open auction, 
while only Nebraska residents can 
apply through August to win a per¬ 
mit in the Game and Parks Com¬ 
mission lottery. 

City profits from 
anonymous donor 

CT NEW HAVEN — A mys- 
tery donor has enriched 
New Haven’s coffers by at least 
$12,000 over the years. 

The city controller said someone 
has been sending money anony¬ 
mously since 2002, including more 
than $4,800 in cash one week. 

Officials have already checked 
taxes and other late accounts in 
case someone was trying to pay a 
bill. 

Audit shows law to curb 
phone use not working 

JACKSON — An audit 
shows a 2006 state law 
designed to curb cell phone usage 
among state agencies failed to save 
any money. 

The law was passed after a 2004 
audit showed the state was paying 
for more than 5,000 government- 
issued phones. 

But a recent report said agen¬ 
cies added more than 1,000 wire¬ 
less devices to the state’s tab since 
2004, pushing service subscription 
costs up 25 percent.

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Phelps won’t face charges for marijuana 


Sheriff says there’s not enough physical evidence

COLUMBIA, S.C. — Michael 
Phelps hardly emerged unscathed 
after a photo surfaced showing 
him smoking from a marijuana 
pipe: It cost him a major endorse¬ 
ment and a three-month competi¬ 
tion suspension. But the Olympian 
said he’s focused on swimming 
again now that he won’t face drug 
charges. 

A South Carolina sheriff said 
Monday that there wasn’t enough 
physical evidence to charge the 
14-time gold medalist. 

Phelps said in a statement is¬ 
sued after the decision that he 
looks forward to diving back into 
the pool after the ordeal. 

“For me, it’s all about recog¬ 
nizing that I used bad judgment 
and it’s a mistake I won’t make 
again,” the statement said. “For 
young people especially — be 
careful about the decisions you 
make. One bad decision can re¬ 
ally hurt you and the people you 
care about.” 

The photo showed Phelps 
smoking from the pipe — known 
as a bong — at a party in Novem¬ 
ber when he visited the Univer¬ 
sity of South Carolina. However, 


Richland County Sheriff Leon 
Lott said Phelps never admitted 
to smoking marijuana. 

“He never said, ‘I smoked mar¬ 
ijuana.’ He never confessed that,” 
the sheriff said. 

Holding a bong is not a crime, 
he said. 

“They’re sold in stores. We’re 
kind of sending a double mes¬ 
sage,” Lott said. “You can buy 
rolling papers at any convenience 
store in the world, but we’re tell¬ 
ing kids not to smoke dope.” 

Phelps has already suffered be¬ 
cause of the photo — USA Swim¬ 
ming suspended him for three 
months in the wake of the photo, 
and Kellogg Co. said it would not 
renew its endorsement deal with 
him. 

And while the swimmer won’t 
face any charge, eight people 
were arrested during the inves¬ 
tigation when a small amount of 
marijuana was found in raids on 
two homes. The bong was found 
in a car. 

Seven people have been charged 
with simple possession of mari¬ 
juana, which carries a maximum 
penalty of 30 days in jail or a $575 
fine. Another person was arrested 
for driving under suspension. 

The sheriff, known for his 


tough stance on drug crimes, said 
ignoring the photo would have 
sent a message of tolerance. 

Phelps’ “bad decision and the 
highly published photo placed me 
and the Richland County Sheriff’s 
Department in a no-win situation. 
Ignore it and be criticized or ad¬ 
dress it and be criticized. I chose 
to do what was right,” said Lott, a 
Democrat first elected in 1996. 

Lott rose from patrol officer to 
captain of the narcotics division 
in the early 1990s. He was well- 
known in the county for wearing 
stylish suits like the drug agents 
on “Miami Vice” and driving 
a Porsche seized from a drug 
dealer. 

The sheriff said the investiga¬ 
tion involved two narcotics of¬ 
ficers that logged 25 hours over 
about a week. He said the house 
where the November party took 
place and another suburban home 
near Columbia had previously 
been investigated for drugs. 

His investigation was criticized 
in newspaper editorials, on talk 
shows and by defense attorneys 
who questioned whether the sher¬ 
iff was being overzealous because 
of Phelps’ celebrity status. 

Even if the sheriff had the evi¬ 
dence needed, he acknowledged 


he could not force Phelps to re¬ 
turn to South Carolina to face a 
misdemeanor possession charge. 

One of the attorneys repre¬ 
senting the three students ar¬ 
rested said the accused were all 
in their early 20s. Attorney Dick 
Harpootlian said police kicked in 
the doors with guns drawn dur¬ 
ing the raids and found less than 
a cigarette’s worth of marijuana 
in the house where the party was 
held. The other raid netted about 
four or five cigarettes’ worth, 
Harpootlian said. 

The lawyer expects his clients 
to either have the charges dis¬ 
missed or for them to get a con¬ 
ditional discharge, which allows 
an offender to avoid punishment 
as long as they comply with cer¬ 
tain conditions for six months and 
stay out of trouble. 

The photo surfaced in the Brit¬ 
ish tabloid News of the World on 
Feb. 1. The swimmer, who won a 
record eight gold medals at the 
Beijing Games, never disputed its 
authenticity. 

Lott said the person who took 
the photo sold it for $100,000. He 
would not identify the photog¬ 
rapher or say how he knew the 
amount.

three months after the Olympics 
while Phelps was taking a break 
from training. 

This isn’t the first embarrass¬ 
ing episode for Phelps after an 
Olympic triumph. In 2004, a few 
months removed from winning 
six gold and two bronze medals in 
Athens, the swimmer was arrest¬ 
ed on a drunken driving charge 
at age 19. He pleaded guilty and 
apologized for the mistake.

A-Rod says he took over-the-counter substance

TAMPA, Fla. — Alex Rodriguez of¬ 
fered new details Tuesday about his per¬ 
formance-enhancing drug use, saying his 
cousin injected him with an over-the-coun¬ 
ter substance to gain an energy boost. 

The New York Yankees star said using 
the banned drug that he said he obtained 
from the Dominican Republic was a “stu¬ 
pid mistake.” 

“I knew we weren’t taking Tic Tacs,” 
said Rodriguez, who was joined at the head 
table with Yankees general manager Brian 
Cashman and manager Joe Girardi. 

The three-time AL MVP and baseball’s 
highest-paid player met the media 10 days 
after Sports Illustrated reported that he 
tested positive in 2003. 

Rodriguez started his news conference 
by reading from a prepared statement. 
At the end, he paused for 37 seconds — a 
dramatic break in which he looked side to 
side, blinked several times and took a sip 
of water — then finally turned to his team¬ 
mates and said “thank you.” 

Sitting in the front row were Derek Jeter, 
Andy Pettitte, Mariano Rivera and Jorge 
Posada. Jeter, with his arms crossed, and 
the other three stared right back at Rodri¬ 
guez as he apologized directly to them. 

In an interview with ESPN last week, 
Rodriguez admitted to using banned drugs 
from 2001 to 2003 while playing for the 
Texas Rangers. He insisted then and again 
Tuesday that he has not used banned drugs 
since. 

“I’m here to take my medicine,” Rodri¬ 
guez said. “One thing I will say after today 
I hope to focus on baseball. We have a very 
special team here.” 

Asked whether his stats during those 


years should count, he said it wasn’t for 
him to decide. 

The 33-year-old Rodriguez has hit 553 
home runs and is expected by many to 
break Barry Bonds’ record of 762. 

At other spring training sites, Trevor 
Hoffman, Pat Burrell and Raul Ibanez 
started to settle in with their new teams 
Monday while Mike Hampton left Houston 
Astros camp to get treatment for a minor 
irregularity in his heartbeat. 

The upcoming World Baseball Classic 
also lost one of the sport’s biggest stars 
when St. Louis slugger Albert Pujols said 
he will not play for the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic because of insurance issues. 

Hampton returned to Houston to be ex¬ 
amined by team physician Dr. Jim Muntz 
before undergoing a procedure to correct 
the heartbeat with an electrical current. 
The Astros hope to have him back in camp 
Thursday. 

The 36-year-old Hampton has had a hard 
time staying healthy the past four years. 
He missed most of 2005 with five stints on 
the disabled list, then was out all of 2006 
(elbow surgery) and all of 2007 (torn flexor 
tendon). He has 141 career victories, but 
just eight in the past four years. 

Pujols’ health isn’t a concern but the 
Cardinals star said Monday he’s skipping 
the WBC because “the insurance does not 
want to cover” him to play. He made the 
comments during a conference call with 
Dominican baseball officials. 

Pujols, the NL MVP who hit .357 with 37 
home runs and 116 RBIs last season, had 
elbow surgery in October. 

Hoffman, meanwhile, is using his early 
arrival at spring training this year to get 
to know his new teammates and surround¬ 
ings with the Milwaukee Brewers. 


While the career saves leader is excited 
about the opportunity after signing a $6 
million contract with the Brewers this 
winter, he admits he still isn’t over the 
sting of how his long tenure with the Pa¬ 
dres ended. 

“It’s not that I’m disconnected from San 
Diego. I’m disconnected from the Padres,” 
Hoffman said in Phoenix. “I’m not seeing 
the same people every day. I’m seeing new 
people. As much as that three, four months 
ago didn’t seem as much of a reality as it 
is today, time keeps moving and the game 
moves on. It doesn’t sit for anybody. You 
kind of have to — like it or not — move on 
with it.... I’m still trying to get used to it.” 

After spending most of the past decade 
as an everyday outfielder with the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies, Burrell is expected to be 
the primary designated hitter for Tampa 
Bay this season. 

Burrell signed a $16 million, two-year 
contract in January after not being offered 
a new deal in Philadelphia, where he hit 
.257 with 251 homers and 827 RBIs over 
parts of nine seasons. 

He reported to spring training in Port 
Charlotte, Fla., in advance of Wednesday’s 
first full-squad workout and is getting a feel 
for his new surroundings and teammates. 

Ibanez was Philadelphia’s only major 
offseason acquisition after winning the 
World Series. He signed a $31.5 million, 
three-year contract to replace left fielder 
Burrell. 

The 36-year-old Ibanez hit .293 last sea¬ 
son with 43 doubles, 23 home runs and 110 
RBIs for the Seattle Mariners. He’s one of 
five major league outfielders to drive in at 
least 100 runs in each of the past three sea¬ 
sons, joining Bobby Abreu, Carlos Beltran, 
Magglio Ordonez and Carlos Lee. 


Also Monday, Ryan Ludwick and the 
Cardinals agreed to a $3.7 million, one- 
year contract, avoiding an arbitration 
hearing that was scheduled for Tuesday. 

In Tuesday’s news: 

■ Outfielder Nate McLouth reached an 
agreement with the Pittsburgh Pirates on 
a $15.75 million, three-year contract that 
includes a team option for 2012. 

The agreement was struck hours before 
the scheduled start of a salary arbitration 
hearing in Phoenix. 

McLouth hit .276 last season with 26 
home runs and 94 RBIs. He was on the NL 
All-Star team and won a Gold Glove in cen¬ 
ter field. 

■ The Cincinnati Reds and Edwin En- 
carnacion have agreed to a two-year con¬ 
tract that will pay the third baseman at 
least $7.6 million through the 2010 season. 

Encarnacion had asked for $3.7 million 
this season, while the team offered $2.55 
million. 

Encarnacion batted .251 last season with 
26 home runs and 68 RBIs. 

■ Florida Marlins manager Fredi Gon¬ 
zalez has received a contract extension 
through the 2011 season. 

Gonzalez, hired after Joe Girardi was 
fired following the 2006 season, is 155-168 
with Florida. He became the third manag¬ 
er to lead the Marlins to a winning record 
last year, when they went 84-77. 

■ Andre Ethier has agreed to a $3.1 
million, one-year deal with the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers after an arbitration hearing 
was delayed so the sides could continue to 
negotiate. 

Ethier batted .305 with 20 homers and 
77 RBIs last year. He had been asking 
$3.75 million for this year and the Dodgers 
offered $2.65 million.

UNIONDALE, N.Y. — Dan 
Bylsma has ideas on how to turn 
the Pittsburgh Penguins back into 
Stanley Cup contenders. What 
the new coach might be lacking 
is enough time to make it happen 
this season. 

Bylsma’s debut with the Pen¬ 
guins, after he replaced fired 
coach Michel Therrien less than 
24 hours earlier, wasn’t a total 
loss Monday. But the 3-2 shoot¬ 
out defeat against the lowly New 
York Islanders was hardly a con¬ 
fidence booster for the struggling 
defending Eastern Conference 
champions. 

“With the little amount of time 
we had to make an adjustment or 
get on the same page systematic- 
wise, I think it was expected to 
see a scramble out there,” Byls¬ 
ma said. “As the game went on, 
we got more in tune with how we 
want to play.” 

These Penguins will have to 
be fast learners if they hope to 
return to the Stanley Cup finals, 
or even the playoffs. With the one 
point earned Monday, Pittsburgh 
is still 10th in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence — two places and four points 
below the postseason cutoff. 

Pittsburgh (27-25-6) has 24 
games to make a push, but the 
Penguins are 1-2-1 in their past 
four and have just one road vic¬ 
tory in 2009 (1-7-2). 

“As players, we realize that 
things could change, but we still 
have to go out and play,” captain 
Sidney Crosby said. “He just 
wanted us to be a little more ag¬ 
gressive, but to play the same 
basic way.” 

Frans Nielsen and Jeff Tam¬ 
bellini scored shootout goals, and 
Joey MacDonald turned aside 
Evgeni Malkin and Crosby in the 
tiebreaker to snap the Islanders’ 
0-4-1 skid. 

“Those first moments, there 
were some nerves there,” said 
Bylsma, who hadn’t completed 
one season as an AHL head coach 
before his big promotion. 

Bylsma got the call that he 
would replace Therrien on Sun¬ 
day, just before he was set to coach 
his Wilkes Barre-Scranton club 
— the Penguins’ AHL affiliate. 

Bylsma is faced with the task 
of implementing a new fast, at¬ 
tacking style that can make the 
most of the Penguins’ talented 
forwards. It produced a season- 
high 37 shots Monday, but only 
one point in the standings. 

Malkin and Ryan Whitney 
scored tying goals, and Marc- 
Andre Fleury made 28 saves 
through overtime. 

“We want two points every 
game, especially right now,” for¬ 
ward Jordan Staal said. 

Chris Campoli and Frans 
Nielsen scored for New York, 
which owns the NHL’s worst re¬ 
cord (17-33-6). 

“It’s great to get the win,” Mac¬ 
Donald said. “We knew with the 
coaching change that they would 
come out hard, and we responded 
pretty good.” 


The Penguins erased a pair of 
one-goal deficits with 20 shots 
through two periods and then 
turned it on. 

“We have to play that way for 
60 minutes,” Bylsma said. “If 
you do, you tip the scales in your 
favor.” 

Stars 3, Blue Jackets 2 (SO): 

At Columbus, Ohio, James Neal 
scored the only goal in the shoot¬ 
out and Marty Turco had 41 saves 
to lead Dallas. 

Neal, 6-for-9 in shootouts this 
season, slipped the puck past 
Steve Mason on the glove side. 
Turco, tested all night, then made 
a blocker save on Blue Jackets 
captain Rick Nash to preserve the 
victory. 

“You want to step up. You want 
to be a big player and contribute,” 
said Neal, who came in with four 
goals and an assist in three games 
against Columbus this season. “I 
want to be a guy who can put the 
puck in the net in big situations.”

Saints release running back McAllister

NEW ORLEANS — Popular 
running back Deuce McAllister 
was released by the New Orleans 
Saints on Tuesday in a move that 
reduced the team’s payroll as free 
agency approaches. 

McAllister, the Saints’ career 
leading rusher with 6,069 yards, 
was due over $7 million next sea¬ 
son. The Saints said they granted 
McAllister his release so he could 
seek offers from other teams. 

He played a limited role in the 
Saints’ offense last season with 
107 carries for 418 yards. McAl¬ 
lister has had reconstructive sur¬ 
gery on both knees. 

“Decisions like this are always 
very difficult ones to make,” 
Saints general manager Mickey 
Loomis said. “Deuce has epito¬ 
mized hard work, leadership 
and productivity throughout his 
career and has been a source of 
great pride for all of us associated 
with the team.” 

A first-round draft choice in 
2001, McAllister also holds team 
records for touchdowns (55) and 
rushing touchdowns (49) and is 
the only Saints player to rush 
for 1,000 yards in a season four 
times. 

He played in the Pro Bowl in 
2002 and 2003. His last 1,000-yard 
season was 2006, when the Saints 
advanced to the NFC Champion¬ 
ship Game. That also was the sea¬ 
son before McAllister’s second 
anterior cruciate ligament tear. 

McAllister’s first ACL tear oc¬ 
curred in his right knee early in 
the 2005 season and the second in 
his left knee in the third game of 
the 2007 season. 

Florida player charged with 
violating restraining order 

GAINESVILLE — Florida of¬ 
fensive lineman Carl Johnson was 
arrested on Monday and charged 
with violating a domestic violence 
restraining order. 

According to Alachua County 
records, Johnson last week was 
ordered to stay away from a 
woman but was arrested early 
Monday afternoon after he alleg¬ 
edly followed her off a bus. 

Johnson, 6-foot-6, 330 pounds, 
was being held in the Alachua 
County jail late Monday night. 

Florida coach Urban Meyer 
was unavailable for comment. 

Johnson started eight games at 
left guard for the national cham¬ 
pions last season. 

New showdown after Dubai 
blocks Israeli tennis player 

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 

— Organizers of a women’s ten¬ 
nis tournament said Tuesday that 
security fears were behind the 
decision to bar an Israeli player 

— a move that could force anoth¬ 
er showdown when the men’s play 
begins next week. 

The snub brought swift denun¬ 
ciations from the Women’s Ten¬ 
nis Association and warnings 
that it could consider scratching 
Dubai from its calendar. The 
Tennis Channel canceled plans 
to televise the championships in 
protest. 

Tuesday’s statement by the 


Dubai Tennis Championships — 
citing fan anger at Israel’s recent 
incursions into the Gaza Strip — 
was the first detailed explanation 
of the last-minute visa denial for 
Shahar Peer, who qualified as the 
48th-ranked player in the world. 
Monday’s WTA rankings listed 
her 45th. 

But the United Arab Emirates, 
which is trying to become a show¬ 
case for world-class sports, has 
come under increasing pressure 
with the men’s field as Israeli dou¬ 
bles specialist Andy Ram hopes 
to be in the draw on Sunday. 

The UAE — which does not 
have diplomatic relations with 
Israel — could face setbacks in 
hosting other major sports events 
if the WTA and other federations 
grow skittish over the prospect of 
Israeli athletes being blocked. 

Armstrong moves up a spot 
in Tour of California 

SANTA CRUZ, Calif. — Lance 
Armstrong took a spill when he 
got tangled with a motorcycle, 
and still moved up a spot in the 
overall standings Monday in the 
Tour of California after a rainy 
and crash-filled second stage. 

Two-time defending champion 
Levi Leipheimer of Santa Rosa, 
Calif., became the third race 
leader. He emerged from a chas¬ 
ing group on the final climb with 
about 17 miles left before finish¬ 
ing a close second to stage winner 
Thomas Peterson of North Bend, 
Wa. 

Peterson was victorious in the 
115.9-mile Sausalito to Santa 
Cruz road race in 5 hours, 6 min¬ 
utes and 20 seconds. 

Strong wind and heavy rain 
hampered the field throughout 
most of the stage, which crossed 
the Golden Gate Bridge shortly 
after the start. 

Armstrong, the seven-time 
Tour de France winner making a 
comeback after a 3V2-year retire¬ 
ment, had his mishap about 80 
miles into the stage. 

“A motorcycle for the photogra¬ 
pher from the race crashed right 


in front of me,” Armstrong said. 
“Unfortunate, but it could have 
been worse. I don’t feel too bad, 
hip is a little banged up but over¬ 
all a great day. Levi proved he 
is the best guy in the race hands 
down.” 

Armstrong quickly received a 
spare bike from a team car and 
returned to the field with the as¬ 
sistance of teammate Jose Luis 
Rubiera of Spain. 

Armstrong, who began the day 
in fifth place, is now fourth, 30 
seconds behind. He finished 13th 
in the stage. 

Bengals tag Graham 
as franchise player 

CINCINNATI — The Bengals 
tagged kicker Shayne Graham as 
their franchise player Monday, 
a move that gives the eight-year 
veteran the option to sign a one- 
year deal for a salary equal to the 
average of the five highest-paid 
kickers from last season. 

It also saves the Bengals a 
bunch of money. The value of the 
franchise tag for kickers in 2009 
is a salary of $2.48 million. If the 
team had named T. J. Houshman- 
dzadeh as its franchise player, 
as many observers expected, the 
cost to designate a wide receiver 
jumps to $9.88 million. 

Graham’s 85.6 percent career 
field-goal accuracy ranks fourth 
all-time in the NFL. He holds 
several Bengals kicking records, 
including consecutive field goals 
(21), season field-goal percent¬ 
age (91.2) and consecutive extra 
points (158).

Switzerland faces the U.S. in 
the first round of the Davis Cup 
on March 6-8 in Birmingham, 
Ala. 

Federer says Dubai is one of 
his favorite tournaments, and he 
regrets being unable to help his 
country in the Davis Cup. Fe¬ 
derer is ranked No. 2. He lost to 
Rafael Nadal in five sets in the 
Australian Open final. 

Horse-collar tackles banned 
from high school football 

INDIANAPOLIS — Follow¬ 
ing the lead of the NFL and the 
NCAA, the National Federation 
of State High School Associations 
has banned the horse-collar tack¬ 
le from high school football. 

Starting this fall, tackling a 
player by grabbing the inside col¬ 
lar of the shoulder pads or jersey 
will be a personal foul carrying a 
15-yard penalty from the spot of 
the infraction. 

“Though this play does not hap¬ 
pen often, we must ensure that 
our coaches and officials under¬ 
stand the importance of penaliz¬ 
ing this act,” said Julian Tackett, 
assistant commissioner of the 
Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association and chairman of the 
NFHS football rules committee. 

The change, approved by the 
committee last month, was rati¬ 
fied last week by the board of 
directors of the Indianapolis- 
based NFHS, the governing or¬ 
ganization for almost 19,000 high 
schools in the United States. 

The NCAA adopted a similar 
ban last summer. 

Auction of Vick’s Georgia 
home set for March 10 

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — Mi¬ 
chael Vick’s suburban Atlanta 
home will be sold at auction 
March 10. 

The judge in the imprisoned 
NFL star’s bankruptcy case 
scheduled the auction Tuesday for 
the eight-bedroom home and set a 
minimum bid of $3.2 million. 

The auction will be held in ei¬ 
ther Atlanta or suburban Gwin¬ 
nett County, upon agreement by 
Vick and the committee repre¬ 
senting his creditors. The judge 
set a hearing for March 17 to ap¬ 
prove the sale. 

Vick is serving a 23-month 
prison sentence at the federal 
penitentiary in Leavenworth, 
Kan., for his role in a dogfighting 
conspiracy. He is scheduled for 
release July 20. 

Bills re-sign special teams 
player and WR Jenkins 

ORCHARD PARK, N.Y. — The 
Buffalo Bills have re-signed re¬ 
ceiver and special teams player 
Justin Jenkins. 

Jenkins played 13 games last 
season, making seven tackles on 
a unit that was one of the best in 
the league.

NCAA president Brand says 
his cancer is advanced 

INDIANAPOLIS — NCAA 
president Myles Brand says he’s 
fighting advanced pancreatic 
cancer “as hard as I can” with ag¬ 
gressive chemotherapy that has 
left him fatigued. 

The 66-year-old Brand told 
USA Today he learned of his diag¬ 
nosis Christmas Eve. A few days 
later his doctors told him his can¬ 
cer had reached the fourth and 
final stage by spreading beyond 
the pancreas, making surgical re¬ 
moval of the cancer impossible. 

Brand said his doctors at the 
Indiana University Simon Cancer 
Center in Indianapolis have not 
given him a medical timetable. 

Stars’ Richards out 
with broken right wrist 

DALLAS — Dallas Stars cen¬ 
ter Brad Richards was placed on 
injured reserve Tuesday because 
of a fractured right wrist. He 
could miss the rest of the regular 
season. 

Richards was hurt in the Stars’

on Monday night. He scored only 
27 seconds into the game, but took 
a hard check midway through the 
second period and skated to the 
bench holding his right wrist.

Physical Pittsburgh knocks off No. 1 team

HARTFORD, Conn. — It 
wasn’t just a game between No. 1 
and No. 4. It was a game between 
two of the Big East’s most physi¬ 
cal teams. And it was played just 
the way it was expected to be. 

“That was the most physical 
game I ever played in my entire 
life,” DeJuan Blair said after get¬ 
ting 22 points and 23 rebounds 
in No. 4 Pittsburgh’s 76-68 vic¬ 
tory over Connecticut on Monday 
night, the Panthers’ first win over 
a No. 1 team. “There were elbows 
flying, bodies flying. We just went 
after each other the whole game.” 

Connecticut coach Jim Calhoun 
referred to the games played in 
the conference more than a de¬ 
cade ago. 

“The Big East games in the 90s 
were like this,” he said after hav¬ 
ing his team’s 13-game winning 
streak stopped. “They came in 
here and played a style of basket¬ 
ball we haven’t seen this year and 
it was effective against us.... They 
made big plays and we didn’t. It 
was a hell of a basketball game.” 

The biggest of those plays were 
three-pointers from Levance 
Fields, who scored all 10 of his 
points in the final 3:09. His first 
three gave the Panthers (24-2,11- 
2) the lead for good at 64-61 with 
3:09 left. His second, with 2:21 left, 
made it 67-61, and he added four 
free throws in the final minute. 

Pittsburgh coach Jamie Dixon 
kidded around that if he knew 
Fields had missed his first eight 
shots, he might not have called 
plays for him. 

Those misses didn’t faze Fields, 
a senior point guard who leads the 
nation in assist-to-turnover ratio. 

“I think every shot I take is 
going in so it didn’t matter how 
many I had missed,” he said. “It 
didn’t matter that I missed the 
first eight, I got the biggest two.” 

A. J. Price had 18 points for the 
Huskies (24-2, 12-2), who started 
their third week at No. 1 earlier 
Monday. 

Sam Young had 25 points for 
Pittsburgh, which lost all 13 
games it had played against No. 1 
teams, the last three against Con¬ 
necticut in the past 11 years. 

The game was expected to be 
physical down low and it was with 
the 6-foot-7 Blair flipping 7-3 Ha- 
sheem Thabeet over his back in 
the first half, sending him to the 
bench for about 4 minutes. Blair 
got a dose back in the second half 
when he had to leave the game for 
almost 3 minutes after taking an 
elbow to the face. 

“It seemed like a typical game 
to us, big bodies, good players, 
playing hard on a national stage,” 
Dixon said. “It didn’t seem too 
much of a change for us.” 

Calhoun felt it was quite a 
change for his team. 

“We haven’t played in that sort 
of game since the early 2000s, the 
1990s,” he said. “That was what 
was going to be allowed tonight 
and Pittsburgh played that way. 
They outrebounded us, and we 
left a man open on two big plays. 
We were in a foreign land a bit. 


I’m very proud of the 13-game 
wining streak and hopefully we’ll 
get back to boxing out.” 

Thabeet, coming off a 25-point, 
20-rebound, nine-block effort 
against Seton Hall, finished with 
five points on l-for-5 shooting and 
had four rebounds and two blocks. 

“We played Pittsburgh before 
and it’s always a battle,” Thabeet 
said. “I’m glad we get to play 
them again.” 

The teams meet again on 
March 7 in Pittsburgh and there 
could be another matchup in the 
Big East tournament. 

Pitt took a 36-33 halftime lead 
behind Blair’s 15 points and 13 
rebounds and Young’s 12 points. 

Connecticut, which leads the 
Big East in scoring defense (60.5) 
and field goal percentage defense 


(37.3) held Pittsburgh to 7-for-25 
shooting and led 56-51. 

The minutes leading up to 
Fields’ big shots were as intense 
as college basketball gets. The 
lead changed hands four times 
and there was a tie in the 2 Vi min¬ 
utes leading up to those shots.

Sacramento hosts the 
Atlanta Hawks on Wednesday. 

Cassell has won three NBA 
championships during his 16 sea¬ 
sons in the league. 

Suns suspend Richardson 
after arrest 

PHOENIX — The Phoenix 
Suns have suspended Jason Rich¬ 
ardson for one game without pay 
as the result of his arrest on al¬ 
legations he was driving 55 mph 
above the limit with his unre¬ 
strained 3-year-old son in the 
car. 

In a brief statement late Mon¬ 
day afternoon, the Suns said 
Richardson would miss Tuesday 
night’s home game against the 
Los Angeles Clippers “for con¬ 
duct detrimental to the team.” 

A Scottsdale police officer first 
saw Richardson driving 67 mph 
in a 40 mph zone Sunday night 
and followed him, police said 
Monday. That’s when the officer 
clocked him at 90 mph in a 35 
mph zone and pulled him over. 

Police said Richardson admit¬ 
ted to speeding and identified 
himself as a Suns player. The of¬ 


ficer saw Richardson’s son in the 
back seat of the car and that he 
was not in a child seat. 

Richardson said he had taken 
his son to dinner and was on his 
way home. 

He was arrested and charged 
with reckless driving, excessive 
speeding and failure to use a 
child seat. He was released from 
jail after a few hours. 

Police said Richardson’s fian¬ 
cee responded to the scene of the 
stop and took custody of the boy. 

Richardson spoke briefly to re¬ 
porters after the Suns practiced 
on Monday. 

“I just want to apologize to ev¬ 
erybody — my teammates, my 
family, especially my fiancee,” he 
said. “It’s a tough time for me. I’ve 
been questioned as a basketball 
player, questioned as a person, 
but my fatherhood in question is 
tough, because I try to be the best 
father I can be, and try to keep 
my kids out of harm’s way.” 

The Suns announced the sus¬ 
pension about two hours later. 

Cavs’ Wallace cuts arm 
during All-Star break 

CLEVELAND — Cavaliers 
center Ben Wallace needed 14 
stitches to close a cut in his right 
forearm after injuring himself 
over the NBA All-Star break. 

The team said Wallace sus¬ 
tained lacerations from glass 
while playing catch with a foot¬ 
ball in Richmond, Va. When he 
got back to Cleveland on Monday, 
Wallace underwent further eval¬ 
uation at the Cleveland Clinic and 
had more pieces of glass removed 
from his arm on Tuesday, the 
Cavs said in a statement. 

The Cavaliers listed Wallace 
as questionable for Wednesday 
night’s game in Toronto. 

Cleveland’s best defensive inte¬ 
rior player, Wallace is averaging 
3.1 points and 6.7 rebounds this 
season. 


Trade sends Hornets’ 
Chandler to Oklahoma City 

OKLAHOMA CITY — The 
Oklahoma City Thunder have 
acquired center Tyson Chandler 
from New Orleans in a deal that 
sends veterans Joe Smith and 
Chris Wilcox to the Hornets.

Coach Dewayne Pigge’ could 
only sit and marvel at the per¬ 
formance of his center, Jasmine 
Taylor. Not that she scored many 
points — six, to be exact — but 
how much she prevented other 
teams from scoring. 

Time and again, just when it 
appeared Yokota had an open 
shot inside, the 6-foot senior cen¬ 
ter would swat the ball out of dan¬ 
ger as defending Far East High 
School Girls Class AA Basketball 
Tournament champion Kadena 
doubled up the Panthers 66-33 in 
Tuesday’s pool play.

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Second guessing 


First half 
over, teams 
begin push 
for NBA title

PHOENIX — Their trium¬ 
phant reunion complete, Sha- 
quille O’Neal revealed that Kobe 
Bryant let him keep the All-Star 
MVP trophy they shared. 

Bryant doesn’t need it. He’s got 
his eyes on a much bigger prize. 

His Los Angeles Lakers bring 
the best record in the league into 
the second half of the season, giv¬ 
ing Bryant a realistic chance to 
finally win a championship with¬ 
out O’Neal. 

“We hit the ground off and 
running,” Bryant said after lead¬ 
ing the West to a 146-119 victory 
over the East on Sunday. “It was 
a fun weekend. As soon as I leave 
this podium, it is time to get back 
down to business. Looking for¬ 
ward to it.” 

O’Neal headed off to a more un¬ 
certain future. His Phoenix Suns 
fired coach Terry Porter on Mon¬ 
day, and were expected to remain 
busy dismantling their team be¬ 
fore Thursday’s trade deadline. 

Amare Stoudemire, O’Neal’s 
All-Star teammate, is the most 
prominent name atop the rumor 
mill. But as last year proved, it’s 
not necessarily the biggest stars 
that make the biggest difference. 

The final piece to a champion¬ 
ship puzzle began to take shape 
during the All-Star break, when 
Boston’s Big Three used its trip 
to New Orleans to put a full-court 
press on P. J. Brown. 

Brown eventually agreed to 
join Kevin Garnett, Paul Pierce 
and Ray Allen in Boston, and be¬ 
came a key reserve on the team 
that won the Celtics’ 17th NBA 
championship. 

Plenty of eyes will be on Boston 
to see if the Celtics can make a 
similar upgrade this season. 

“I see Boston maybe going to 
get somebody before it’s all said 
and done and helping their bench 
out,” Cleveland All-Star LeBron 
James said. 

The Celtics could be motivated 
to make a move after failing a 
pair of high-profile tests before 
the break in home losses to the 
Lakers and San Antonio Spurs. 

They’ve been linked to Stephon 
Marbury, the banished Knicks 
guard who is trying to secure his 
escape from New York. Or, they 
could decide to stick with what 
they have — which isn’t bad.
